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PAY OF THE LIFE SERVICE 
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THE SHNATE REDUCING THE 
WAGES OF THE COAST GUARDS. 
¥R. BROWN, OF GEORGIA, IN A SEVERELY 
ECONOMICAL MOOD—AN AMENDMENT 
INCREASING SURFMEN’S PAY REJECTED 
-—-A WRANGLE OVER THE SALARIES OF 


SUPERINTENDENTS. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Mr. Brown, 
of Georgia, who made an argument not long 
‘go in favor of a resolution offered by him te 
give each Senator a private seeretary at an 
expense of $1,200 a year, spent the greater 
part of to-day’s session of the Senate in whit- 
thing down the salaries of the Superin- 
tendents of the Lifesaving Service as 
fixed by the bill originating in the House. 
The drift of the voting and the dis- 
cussion to-day was generally unfavorable 
to the measure as it was received from the 
lower branch of Congress. Mr. Plumb had 
nlready expressed an opinion against increas- 
ing the salaries of Superintendents when no 
effort appeared to have been made to increase 
the pay of surfmen, the men who, with the 
keepers, incur all the dangers incidental to the 
hazardous service. Mr. McPherson, as a rep- 
resentative of the New-Jersey district, one of 
the largest and most important in the service, 
bad made an earnest request that an amend- 
ment should be incorporated increasing the 
pay of surfmen from $40 to $60 amonth. At 
Mr. Conger’s suggestion, he withdrew his 
amendment and offered another, which per- 
titted the Secretary of the Treasury to fix 
the salaries of surfmen, but directed that he 
should not pay them more than $60 a month. 
Mr, Sherman again protested against too gen- 
erously increasing the compensation of these 
men. The service had been begun in a simple 
way, had been performed by sailors and fish- 
prmen who devoted only a part of their time 
to it, and could best be maintained by contin- 
uing it as it had been begun, with such in- 
crease in the number of stations and employes 
as necessity seemed to callfor. To increase 
the pay of Superintendents to $2,500 a year, 
and that of surfmen to $60 a month, would in- 
evitably bring the service into politics, and 
create a struggle for the offices. My. Ferry, 
who has taken a very earnest part in advo- 
cating the passage of the House bill, intimated 
very plainly that Mr. Sherman did not know 
what he was talking about, and became warm 
in eulogizing the bravery of the men in the 
Life-saving Service. Mr. Allison again op- 
posed Mr. McPherson’s proposition, even in its 
modified form, and said that he did so because 
the Superintendent of the service had advised 
the committee not to increase the pay of surf- 
men. The McPherson amendment was put to 
B vote and lost, 

Mr. Aldrich secured an additional station 
for Breton Point, Rhode iskand, and Mr. Mor- 
gan was permitted to add another to be situ- 
ated at or near Fort Morgan, in the Bay of 
Mobile, the only apparent reason being that 
there was no station in ‘his district.” Mr. 
Hals, who had discovered that there was a 
disposition not to permit the salaries named 
in the House bill to be paid to Superintendents, 
volunteered to allow the salary in the Maine 
district to be reduced from $1,800 to 
$1,600, and suggested that wherever the bill 
proposed to pay $2,000 the pay should be fixed 
at $1,800, and in districts where the bill gave 
Superintendents $2,500, the salary should 
be fixed at $2,000. But Mr, Brown 
wanted to go further than this. He 
discovered that in most of the districts 
the Superintendents were now paid $1,000, 
None of the Superintendents had offered to re- 
sign, and be was inclined to believe they would 
hold on to their places even if their compensa- 
tion were not increased. The Georgia Senator 
had not at all tnken into account the fact that 
the salaries were all made about 15 years ago, 
and that in most of the districts the number of 
stations, and consequently the labor and re- 
sponsibility of the Superintendents, had been 
increased, largely so by the bill under consid- 
eration. Yet be proposed to scale down all 
the salaries of Superintendents, so that 
they should be paid $1,200, $1,600, and $1,800. 
After a running debate on Mr. Brown’s prop- 
Dsition Mr. Conger endeavored to secure a 
rompromise by dividing the Superintendents 
into two classes. In one class he would in- 
tlude all those to whom it was proposed to pay 
less than $2,000, and give them $1,500 a year; 
in the other class he would include ail those 
sllowed mere than $2,000 in the bill, and to 
these he would pay $2,000. Mr. Conger’s 
proposition did not suit Mr. Brown, who was 
rconomically bent. 

When the Life-saving Service bill was laid 
iside to allow the Consular and Dipiomatic 
pill to be disposed of, Mr. Conger was evident- 

annoyed. Later in the afternoon, when the 
ebate on the Life-saving Service bill was 
resumed, Mr. Brown rejected Mr, Conger’s 
proposition, and the Senator from Michigan 
siropped sullenly into his chair, as if he had be- 
come indifferent about any action the Senate 
might take. Upon Mr. Brown’s motion the 
Senate, beginning with the First Disirict, pro- 
seeded to cutdown all the salaries for Superin- 
tendents, until it reached the Seventh (or Flori- 
da) District, when Mr. Brown changed his tune 
end proposed to advance thesalary from $1,000 
$1,200. This was done in opposition to the 
protest of members of the Commerce Commit- 
tee, and Mr. Conger was made so impatient 
by the remarks of Mr. Jones, of Florida, that 
he deciared that his speech showed excessive 
ignorance, “if such aremark might be al- 
lowed in this august presence,” The Florida 
district, he explained, was one of the 
easiest places in the service, having 
only two stations actually manned, and 
he regarded $1,000 enough pay for its 
Superintendent. About this time, Mr. Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, discovered that the service 
was improperly distributed, because out of the 
293 fstations established only 6 were on the 
Gulf of Mexico, and he presently became so 
wrought up by the contemplation of what he 
regarded as an injustice in the distribution of 
patronage that he declared that sectional feel- 
ing had been introduced into a sacred ser- 
vice, and that there never had been a 
more palpable discrimination against the South 
than was shown in this measure. It was at 
this juncture, and before the bill had been 
fully considered in Committee ot the Whole, 
that the debate was suspended to permit a mo- 
tion to be made for an executive session. The 
eonsideration of the bill will be resumed to- 
morrow, when it is expected that there will be 
BR warm contest over the amendments in the 
Senate. : “ 

When the bill was considered in the House 
Mr. Cox, the untiring advocate of the service, 
explained the reasons which governed the dis- 
tribution of stations, and satisfied Mr. Reagan 
and one ortwo others who made objeetions 
similar to those made by Mr. Morgan. He de- 
clared that ne stations were needed on the 
Gulf coast, except on «the eastern coast of 
Texas, Senators seem to think that there 
isan equal distribution of wrecks along the 
whole Atlantic coast. More unreasonable op- 
paaon than that made by Mr. Morgan can 

ardly be imagined. It could be easily over- 
come by a display of statistics relating to 
wrecks and loss of life on the Atlantic coast 
line. and the friends of the bill ought to pre- 


, sent the facts in behalf of the service and of 
justice.

OUR NAVAL ESTABLISHMENT, 

A DEMOCRATIC PLAN FOR REDUCING THE 
STAFF CORPS AND THE NUMBER OF 
YARDS. 

WasnhIneTon, March 22.—The experi- 
ence of Senator McPherson, who was Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs while the Democrats were in power, 
has led him to believe that the naval establish- 
ment can be reduced with benetit to the service 
and with a large saving to the Government. 
He has prepared a bill, which he will intro- 
duce to-morrow or on some day this week. 
The preamble declares that there are many 
more graduates from the Naval Academy 
each year than can be advantageously em- 
ployed by the Government, and that there are 
now in the several staff corps more officers 
than are needed or will be needed in the 
future, It also declares that the Government 
ought not to maintain, ata large annual ex- 
pense, nine navy-yards and stations on the 
Atlantic and Gulf sea-board. Some of these 
are characterized as worse than useless, and 
others, it is said, should be established as 
permanent institutions and put in a condition 
of efficiency necessary for the construction 
and repair of vessels of the United States, 

The first section of the bill provides that 
only sc many successful graduates of the Naval 
Academy shall be retained for service in the 
line of the Navy as Cadet Midshipmen each 
year as shall _ the number of Ensigns pro- 
moted from the rank of Master during the 
preceding year. The provision is to take effect 
on June 30, 1886. The second section provides 
that there shall be retained from the Cadet 
Engineer graduates only so many as shall equal 
the number of Assistant Engineers during the 
preceding year, this provision to take effect also 
on June 50, 1886, Section 3 provides that 
the graduates to be retained shall be taken in 
the order of merit, as determined by the 
Academic Board of Examiners, and those 
graduates not retained shall receive their 
diplomas and be honorably diseharged. See- 
tion 4 provides that those graduates retained 
for the service shall serve for two years as 
Midshipmen or _ sub-Assistant Engineers, 18 
months ef which shall bespent in vessels of 
war commissioned for sea service. They 
are then required successfully to pass 
another examinatio. for promotion to 
the rank of Ensign or _ Assistant 
Engineer. Vacancies at the Naval Academy 
shall continue to be filled as now prescribed by 
law. Hereafter, all commissioned officers of 
the Navy and Marine a) pr except medical 
officers and Chaplains, shall be appointed from 
graduates of the Academy. The bill reduces 
the number of members on the active list of 
the medical corps to 15 Medical Directors, 15 
Medical Inspectors, 40 Surgeons, 40 Past As- 
sistant Surgeons, and 20 Assistant Surgeons. It 
reduces the active list of the pay corps te 13 Pay 
Directors, 13 Pay Inspectors, 30 Paymasters, 
20 Passed Assistant Paymasters, and 15 Assist- 
ant Paymasters. It provides that the active 
list of the Engineer Corps shall hereafter con- 
sist of 10 Chief Engineers with the relative 
rank of Lieutenant-Cemmander or Lieutenant, 
ard 50 Passed Assistant Engineers with the 
relative rank of Master or Ensign. It requires 
the Secretary of the Navy to appoint 4 line 
officers of the Navy, not below the grade of 
Captain, who, together with the Admiral, the 
Chief Constructor, and Chief Engineer of the 
Navy, shall constitute a commission who shall, 
without delay, report to Congress which, if 
any, of the navy-yards or stations on the At- 
lantic and Gulf coasts it will be for the interests 
of the Government to abolish, and further to 
report the general plan and the estimated cost 
of the navy-yards or stations the commission 
shall recommend to be retained. The bill 
further Tree that no officer now in the ser- 
vice shail be reduced in rank or deprived of 
his commission’ by reason of any of the provi- 
sions of the bill reducing the number of offi- 
cers in the several staff corps, and the 
inhibition relating to appointments in said 
corps shall not apply to Cadet Engineers now 
at the Naval Academy that may graduate 
therefrom, but no further appointments of 
Cadet Engineers shall be made by the Secre- 
tary under the act of 1874 until the number on 
the active list of said corps shall have been re- 


duced to 170,

A TEXAS ARCHITECT’S SCHEME. 
PLANS FOR RAISING THE DOME OF THE 

CAPITOL TO ACCOMMODATE THE LI- 
BRARY,. 

WasHIneton, March 22.—'l‘hose Sena- 
tors and Representatives who desire to retain 
the great Congressional Library in the Capitol, 
and who have persistently opposed the erec- 
tion of a suitable building for the books which 
are now fast going to ruin, have declared that 
the central part of the Capitol could be so en- 
larged that it would contain ample room for 
the library, The Senate voted in the last Con- 


gress to buy a site and erect a new build- 
ing, and the architects reported that the 


proposed enlargement of the Capitol could: 


not be safely made, and ought not, 
for other reasons, to made, The 
Senate and the House committees have re- 
ported in favor of buying land east of the 
Capitol for the new building, Within a few 
weeks an architect from Texas has been getting 
before the public and before Congress his plans 
for putting the library under the Capitol 
dome by placing upon the existing central part 
of the building two additional stories 50 feet 
high, with the dome above them. His plans 
had so much effect upon the worthy Senators 
and Representatives that the Library 
Committees recognized the necessity of 
doing something in _ self-defense. They 
therefore applied to Major-Gen. M. 
C. Meigs for his opinion. Gen. Meigs made a 
report many years ago concerning the strength 
of the Capito) walls and foundations. He has 
replied that it would not be prudent to raise 
the roof of the centre building and the dome 50 
feet, because neither the walls of the building 
ner the wall of the rotunda would safely bear 
the additional burden. The walls were origin- 
ally built in just proportion to the load which 
it was intended they sheuld bear, and the sub- 
stitution of an iron for a wooden dome has not 
greatly increased the weight. Gen. Meigs 
says: 

“By the only plan of the centre building now 
within my reach, the outer walls of its upper 
story appear to be three feet thick. It would, 
therefore, not be wise to nearly double their 
height and to add to the load upon them the 
weight of two additional stories and two more 
floors, with the enormous load which past experi- 
en¢ce shows a library floor is to be subjected to 
when, the shelf space being all filled, the rooms be- 
come store-rooms for books. Bookbinders, with 
modern hydraulic presses, so consolidate their vol- 
umes that bound books must be classed as heavy 
goods, and store-houses for their preservation must 
be made of great strength.” 

When the workmen were building the dome, 
Gen, Meigs examined the foundations and 
found that the mortar in the heart of the wall 
had no consistency. The wall rested on moist 
clay. The keystones of the arches over the 
lower windows have dropped a little because 
of the spreading of the wall under its — 
load. The columns of the north and south 
porticos of the old building are of the weakest 
stone and the weakest order known to elassic 
architecture, and it would be imprudent to 
add to the load which they bear. Speaking of 
architectural effect, Gen. Meigs declares that 
the new dome has made the building complete, 
and in conclusion he says: 

**Were the walls on which it rests of sufficient 
strength it would be possible to lift the dome ver- 
tically 50 feet in the air, building up the wall as it 
rose, for, with a sufficient base to work upon, 
enough screws could be used to Iiift the 
8,000,000 or 10,000,000 of ounds which 
it would be necessary to lift, but with 
a base of at least doubtful strength it 
would be a dangerous, and perhaps fatal, enter- 
prize to take it to pieces and rebuild. It is possi- 
ble, though very costly, but the proportions of the 
supporting walls as above deseribed forbid either 
attempt. To raise the centre,even were it safe, 
would not improve its architecture. To thrust ont 
the central portico beyond the line of those of the 
wings would reduce the apparent size of tne 
building, for in oblique views the projecting centre 
would conceal the portico of either the Senate or 
House wing, whereas now, from all eastern points 
of view, from north to south, all three porticos are 
distinctly seen, and nowhere is to be found a great 
building of such rich and graceful composition as 
the present Capitol of the United States.”’

A large quantity of American clover-seed is 
used in Sweden, and in the:Spring of 1880 


there were imported .from this country more 
than 11,000 bags, or more than half of the en- 
tire supply. Prof. Nathorstl, a prominent 
agriculturist and the President of the Alnarp 
Agricultural College, has warned the Swedes 
against using this secd, because it yields only 
one-fourth of the crop grown from German or 
Swedish seed and is killed by freezing in hard 
Winters.

THE EMPEROR WILLIAM'S EIGHTY- 

FIFTH BIRTHDAY. 

A DAY OF FESTIVITY IN BERLIN—THE AGED 
MONARCH RECEIVES MANY CONGRATU- 
LATIONS—CELEBRATIONS IN HIS HONOR 
AT 8ST. PETERSBURG AND VIENNA. 

Breruin, March 22.—The city was gayly 
decorated to-day on account of the anniversary 
of the Emperor William’s birthday. Thanks- 
giving services were held at the churches, 
which were numerously attended. The Em- 
peror began receiving congratulations at 10 
o’clock this morning, and he stood throughout 
the reception without manifesting a sign of 
fatigue. Great crowds of people assembled in 
the Unter den Linden, who cheered his Majes- 
ty upon his appearance on the balcony.

The Emperor 
said he had learned with pleasure that the 
country largely approved his recent message, 
He laid great stress upon the importance of 
fervent religious feeling, which he had often 
exhorted the people to cultivate. He referred 
with deep emotion to the preservation of the 
life of the Empress, 

St. PetTerspure, March 22.—Early this 
morning the Czar telegraphed a congratulatory 
message to Emperor William expressing the 
hope that his life, which was so necessary to 
the peace of Europe and the maintenance of 
friendly relations between Russia and Ger- 
many, might be long preserved. A state din- 
ner was given this evening in the Gatschina 
Palace, to which all the members of the Ger- 
man Embassy, M. de Giers, of the Foreign 
Office, and all the Knights of the German Or- 
der of the Red Eagle were invited. The Czar 
toasted Emperor William.

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PENNSYLVANIA DEMOCRATS. 


A STATE CONVENTION TO BE HELD AT HAR- 
RISBURG ON JUNE 28. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., March 22.—The ses- 
sion of the Democratic State Committee to-day 
was brief and the proceedings were harmo- 
nious. Only 40 minutes were consumed in the 
transaction of the business which brought the 
committee together. The meeting was held 
in one of the parlors of Bolton’s Hotel. At 12 
o’clock Chairman Bogert called the committee 
toorder. The calling of the roll by Secretary 
Kisner showed that 37 of the 50 districts were 
represented. George McGowan, one of the Phil- 
adelphia representatives, suggested Wednes- 
day, June 14, as the proper time for holding 
the convention. J. H. Fow, also of Philadel- 
phia, suggested Aug. 2, but afterward 
changed his mind, and thought June 28 was 
the date to suit. The majority of the commit- 


tee came to the same conclusion after a brief 
discussion, as that date was selected by a vote 
of 24to12. This question settled, the selec- 
tion of the place was next in order. H.C. 
Reber, the committeeman from Berks County, 
made an eloquent plea for Reading, advocat- 
ing the claims of that city very strongly. 
J. I. Beggs. of Harrisburg, thought the 
capital city owas the most _ suitable 
place for holding the convention, The vote re- 
sulted: Harrisburg, 20; Reading, 17, The ques- 
tion was decided by a sectional vote, the com- 
mitteemen from Philadelphia and the eastern 
end of the State sustaining Reading’s claims. 
Business being finished, the committee ad- 
journed. The votes on these two questions 
are not regarded as indicative of the strength 
or weakness of any particular candidates, but 
as mere expressions of individual or sectional 
preferences. 

The adherents of the two leading candidates 
for the nomination for Governor were not idle, 
however. Senator Gordon and J. H. Fow, of 
Philadelphia, labored in the interest of Patti- 
son, the choice of the Quaker City Democracy, 
while the committeemen% from Allegheny 
aided by several outsiders, did what they coul 
for the candidate from the western end of the 
State, the Hon. James H. Hopkins. There 
was no discussion among the members as to 
the relative availability of any of the per- 
sons who have been named in connection 
with the different offices. The demeanor of 
the members justified the hopefulness of those 
earliest on the ground, as expressed 1n inter- 
views with THe TimxEs’s correspondent last 
night, relative to the unanimity and harmony 
of the leaders of the Democracy. A prominent 
member of the committee said to THz Trmzs’s 
correspondent that, all things considered, the 
prospects of the Democrats of Pennsylvania 
for victory in the coming campaign were very 
encouraging, and would improve as election 
day approached, if, he added with a smile, 
probably in recollection of past experiences, 
“we make no blunders.” 
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NEW ROUTE T0 BUFFALO. 
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THE PLAN OF THE LEHIGH VALLEY ROAD 
TO SECURE NEW-YORK BUSINESS, 
Burra.o, March 22,—-Trains of the Lehigh 


Valley Railroad will very soon begin running into 
Buffalo over the tracks of the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western Railroad Company. For a long 
time the coal trains of the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
have been running from Waverly to Buffalo over 


the tracks of the Erie Railway. It {s now proposed 
torun passenger trains to this city on the same 
plan, which plan yirtually will give the Lehigh Val- 


ley Railroad the same rights in Buffalo as though 


the trains of that road came over itsown tracks. It 
is said that in due time the Lehigh people will build 
a line into the city which will give them depot and 
other terminal facilities of theirown. The route has 
been selected. It is mot probable that it will build 
an independent line to this city, at least not for 
some time to come. With its passenger trains run- 
ning into Bufiaio, the Lehigh Valley people claim 
that they have the quickest route from this city to 
New-York and Philadelphia. In mileage the ais- 
tance is greater than that of the Erie or 
Central, but it is claimed that the run can 
be made in less time than by either of the other 
lines. The distance from Buffalo to New-York 
over the Erie is 422 miles, and is the shortest route 
now In operation. The distance by the Central is 
440 miles, while by the Lehigh Valley it will be 482 
miles. The newroute will be: Buffalo to Waverly, 
over the tracks of the Erie Railway. 167 miles; 
Waverly to Metuchen, N. J., by way of Bethlehem, 
over the Lehigh Valley Railroad, 289 miles; Me- 
tuchen to Jersey City, over the Pennsylvania Rail- 
=. 26 miles, making the whole distanee of 482 
miles. 

This move is made specially for the purpose of 
securing New-York business to the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad. As stated heretofore, the company not 
long since purchased the Tifft farm, of 400 acres, 
and among the improvements on this property is a 
canal, which is to add two miles of water- 
front to the city, and which will enable 
the .Jargest iake steamers to netrate to 
the interior of the farm for loading and un- 
loading. The new Meg ey 4 will be 200 feet 
wide and 16 feet deep. Three hundred feet are al- 
ready excavated, and the workis being pushed 
every day as fast as a large gang of men, with 
steam dredges, can accomplish it. The Lehigh 
Valley Railway also owns one-half of the Buffalo 
Creek Railroad, which runs across the Tifft farm, 
and when the company gets it fixed as it expects 
to it will be as well and perfectly equipped as any 
earrying company in the city.

THE ACCIDENT AT SWEET BRIAR. 


EIGHT MEN BURNED IN A WRECKED CAR— 
EIGHTEEN MEN INJURED. 


BisMARCK, Dakota, March 22.—A special 
dispatch from Mandan to the Tribune gives the 
following details of the railroad disaster: ‘* Your 
reporter accompanied Division Superintendent Tay- 
lor to the seene of the wreck this morning, 
and a Coroner from Mandan was also on board. 
The unlucky spot is about 19 miles west of Bis- 
marek, at what is known as Soapstone Cut, Sweet 
Briar Creek, and two miles east of Sweet 
Briar station. About 7:30 last evening 
a@ snow-plow. work and boarding train, 
and a passenger train left Sweet Briar in the order 
named. The snow was low and they passed safely 
over the Ten Bent bridge which spans the Sweet 
Briar Creek, except the work train, which was 
composed of flat cars next to the engine, fol- 
lowed by two sleeping cars for 80 men, din- 
ing, kitchen, and store cars. The first 
indication of something being wrong was a sound 
like that of a breaking wheel. The train was going 
at about 10 to 15 miles an hour, and the engineer, 
hearing a jar, immediately reversed the steam, 
but before he had time to think, the terrible 


crash came. It seems that a wheel on the head 
track of a flat car broke, and the whole truck 
jumped the track. Evidences of its course upon 
the ties extend back nearly a mile from the 
wreck. As the short curve leading to the 
bridge was reached the strain upon the car was 50 
great that the truck must have been broken in nu- 
merous pieces,some of the more tenacioas strik- 
ing the ties on the bridge and_ shoving 
them along. The iron being left without su 
port, the first sleeping car was immediately 
precipitated into the river, 30 feet below, striking 
on its side. This was followed by the second 
sleeping car, which careened over and finally as- 
sumed a position similar to that of the first. The 
dining car followed, crashing into both the others, 
After this came the kitchen car, which remained 
upright against the dining car. The office and 
store car only partially left the track. There were 
four bentsin the bridge, which were broken into 
splinters and their sleepers completely demolished. 
There were about 50 men on the train at the 
time of the accident, and the escape of even one 
seems miraculous after viewing the wreek. In 
sleeper No. 1 there were about 24 men, some of 
whom were lying in their bunks asleep while others 
were smoking and reading and playing cards. 
soon as the car overturned the bedding caught 
fire and there was a general scramble to 
eseape. Some of the men in the car were 
roasted almost beyond recognition. The only 
deaths were among thosein this car. Those who 


escaped immediately grappled such buckets as. 


they could find and worked like heroes to extin- 
guish the flames, but the straw beading, blankets, 
and other combustible material made this impossi- 
ble. It is suppceet that seven of the eight men 
killed were killed instantly and before being 
burned, as the voice of only one man, crying 
“Help,’’ was heard. He was lying with his feet to 
the flames and was held fast by broken pieces of 
timber. His comrades could do nothing to save 
him, and were obliged to see him gradually 
roast to death. Seattered here and there 
among the burned blankets, valises, clothing, 
broken ear wheels, and iron rods were the 
eharred remains of the unfortunate victims. 
The names of the killed, as recognized by their 
friends, are as follows: Ole Johnson, found with 
one leg aya, burned to ashes, head smashed, 
and arms over his head, as if he had suffered in- 
tense agony: he had just sent for his fam- 
ily in Norway to join him at Bismarck. 
Thomas Wilson was found about 10 feet from 
Johnson, a charred mass. Wilham Watson 
was lying with one arm over his head and one 
hand completely burned off. J. McCormick was 
found in a roll of blankets. He was probably first 
smothered and then burned. Thomas Grady was 
found with his head burned nearly off; a 
charred pocket-book was found beside him, 
containing some time-checks and a_ consid- 
erabie sum of money. George Moser, 
James O’Brien, and William McAndrews were 
found in similar positions. Seriously injured— 
George Miller, an American, without relatives or 
friends, an arm broken, and badly cut about the 
head; T. O. Berry. shoulder dislocated and cut 
about theface. The following named received 
only slight injuries and are now being taken care 
of by the Northern Pacific officers at Mandan: M. 
Harrison, Peter Lombard, A. Gunstrom, James 
Kennedy, Peter Mann, John Percellis, Thomas 
Connors, Nets Quanstrom, Fred Mosher, Fred Har- 
ris, Charles Corwin, Charles Lanagan, William Bren- 
nan, Charles Sage, John Neary, and Joe Smith. 
Joseph Donegan, F. O. Berry, Henry Mann, J. W. 
Babcock, Thomas McQueen. Messrs. Simmons and 
Duncan, who run the boarding train for the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, had over $700 in the rear car, 
which was saved. Thomas O’Connor, engineer of 
the conte, says the wreck caught fire almost in- 
stantly. 

The Coroner’s jury has found that the disaster 
was accidental, and the trainmen and the North- 
ern Pacific officials are held guiltless. The dead 
were wrapped in blankets and brought to Mandan 
this afternoon, where they were interred. The 
wreek is being rapidly cleared away, and Superin- 
tendent Taylor says the running of trains will be 
resumed on time to-day. The ladies of Mandan 
are taking an active part in attending te the wants 
of the injured, who are mostly foreigners, having 
no friends in this region.

PHILADELPHIA, March 22.—The steward of 
the ship Screamer, which sailed from here for 
New-Orleans on March 6 with a large cargo of 
coal, and went to the bottom onthe fourth day 
out, is a Philadelphian named John McNulty, 
of No. 611 South Front-street. He arrived here to- 
night, and tells in substance the story that has al- 


ready been printed. He adds that the loss of life 
and property was due to the Captain’s drunkenness 


and mismanagement. “If the Captain had been 
sober,” he said, “not a man would have I= 
ished nor a lifs been in danger. The Cap- 
tain was informed of the shifting of tne 
cargo and the leaking of the vessel, but 
took no steps toward securing the safety of 
the crew. One man attempted to hoist the al 
of distress, but the Captain would not allow it to 
go up. Two ships passed us while we were 
fast sinking, and it was only when the third 
hove in sight that the haliiards were cut 
from the Captain’s hands and the signal hoisted- 
It was three hours frem the time the brig was sig.

PERUVIAN COMPANY. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The Committee 
on Foreign Affairs resumed this morning the exam- 
ination ot Mr. Shipherd relative to the affairs of 
the Peruvian Company. Mr. Shipherd identified a 
letter written by him to the President, under date 
of April 28, 1881, which was as follows: 

APRIL 28, 1881. 

Sm: Ihaveciients whose commercial interests in 
Pern are in the ag: te some hundreds of millions 
of dollars—so much larger than any total of Chilian 
war claims yet mentioned as to entitle my clients to 
respectful consideration tn the discussion of any plang 
atrecting the future of the prostrate republic. In afew 
daysle t to be ready to submit to the President the 
facts in detail. Meanwhile I hear that new ap t- 
mentsof Ministers to Santiago and Lima are likeiy 
to be made, and hence this antici 7 note, the sole 
purpose of which is to reauest that, if such new ap- 

intments are under consideration, a decision may 

reserved until the facts I refer to shall have been 

laid before the President. My clients have no desire 
to submit nominations or-in any way to influence 
nominations as such. They only desire that the Presi- 
dent may have an opportunity to select men—if new 
men are to go out—who, in his er god and in that 
of his constitutional ad 3 be well fitted for 
the special and responsible diplomatic representationd 
which may be cnavoidable in the premises. An as- 
surance ee Rn ery we) Ne wate ae 
oblige us. ave the honor to rer: x 
ie obedient servant, JACOB R. SHIPHERD.. 

To the PRESIDENT. 


The Chairman then inquired whether the missing 
letter dated May 21, 1881, had been found. Mr. 
Shipherd replied that it had, but that he had writ- 
ten to his son to prepare an additional copy, which 
ne thought he could verify without going to New- 
York. The Chairman stated that the members of 
the committee might examino the witness upon 
the testimony given by him yesterday. 

Mr. Kasson, referring to the witness’s narration 
of his interview with Mr. Hurlbut, asked: ‘* Watv- 
ing the point whetner your opinion is competent 
evidence, have you any personal knowledge of 
any instance in which Mr. Hurlbut’s official action 
has been purchased ?’ A.—The statement which 


I made yesterday was not offered in evidence— 
was not offered asan opinion. It was offered te 
disclose to the committee the motive which led to 
the writing of that letter to Gen. Hurlbut, in or- 
der that the committee might for itself jud 
whether that motive tended in any — to explain 
the real intent and meaning of that letter. The 
impression on my own mind was given me by facts 
within my personal knowledge—pressed upon my 
personal attention many years since. These facts 
Ihope to be able to submit to the committee to- 
morrow morning in the ferm of a printed sheet 
which was widely circulated and brought to my 
knowledge at the time of its circulation at 
the date to which I referred yesterday. 
I now call the attention of the committee to the 
decision of the United States Supreme Court, 
which may be founda in 102 United States Reports, 

age 322, in the case of Clark against the United 
Reaves, in which I understand that the United 
States Supreme Court judicially determined that 
Gen. Hurlbut, when in military command in New- 
Orleans, deliberately accepted an infamous bribe. 
I say all this in self-defense and because I was com- 

elled to take notice of facts notorious and pub- 
fished, and with the origination or publication of 
which I have never had anything to do. 

Q.—I ask if at any time in the course of your en- 
tire correspondenee or connection with Mr. Hurtl- 
but while Minister he intimated to you, directly ot 
indirectly, his desire foram interestin any ciaim 
which you represent? A.—No, Sir. I think Istated 
yesterday, buc if not I desire to do so to-day, that 
nothing ever passed between Gen. Hurlbut and 
myself touching any private interest, present, coa- 
tingent, or in any form which might be reserved for 
himself except as contained in the letter I wrote 
and for which he has no responsibility. : 

Q—He never made answer directly or indirect- 
ly? A.—No; I would be glad to say emphatieally 
that Gen. Hurlbut could not prevent my making 
him a proposition, infamous or otherwise, and for 
ali that may have passed between himself and me 
which the committee may find improper I alone 
am responsible, and it is all found in that letter. 

Q.—Did you at any period, during this corre- 
spondence or negotiation with an officer of the 
United States Government, either as diplomatic 
officer abroad or an officer of any department of 
the Government at Washington, make any proposi- 
tion to interest such officer in the claim directly or 
indirectly other than that proposed te Mr. Hurl- 
but? A.—wNo, Sir. 

Q.—Did any such officer ever intimate to you his 
desire to be interested in any way in the claim 
which you represent? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Turning now to the claim itself, state all the 
old claims which you regard as included within 
the claim of the Peruvian Company. 

The witness replied at some length that the only 
claim to which the Peruvian Company asserted a 
title was the claim of Alexander Cochet as the 
original discoverer of the guano. Individuals who 
were large stockholders inthe Peruvian Company 
represented themselves to him as_ being also part 
owners of the claim known as the Landreau claim 
and they had requested him to have a general 
lookout on behalf of the Landreau claim. 

Q.—Do you know what eompany or individuals 
represented the Landreau claim? A.—I suppose 1 


oO. 

Q.—State it. A.—Icannet without violating pri- 
vate confidence. 

The witness then stated that so far as he knew 
there was no counter-claimant for the Cochet 
claim. The Peruvian Company was incorporated 
under the laws ot the State of Georgia, and the 
stock of the company was held in the United States. 

—— any money been paid in on the stock! 
A.—Yes. 

Q.—How much? A.—I decline to state, because it 
is merely a private matter. 

Q.—Were the original claimants paid in the stock 
of the new company? A.—I decline to state. 

Q.—Has there been a resident representative of 
the company in Peru? A.—I decline to state. 

Q.—Has the Government of Peru admitted the 
validity of the claim of the Peruvian Com ahd 
A.—No response to the correspondence publish 
has been received. 

Q.—Have they responded in any other way te 
the ratification of the claims of this company! 
A.—Not officially. 

The witness then stated that all the stock of the 
company was held in the United States, but he de- 
clined to state how much money had been paid on 
the capital stock or how much per share, as that 
was purely a private matter. He also deelined to 
state from what persons the claim was purchased, 
He stated, however, that these persons had not re- 
served any lien on the company for the purchase 
money, and that there was no incumbrance on its 
stock and property. He declined to state whether 
the original claimants were paid any part of the 
purehase money in stock of the new company. Ne 
agent of the company had taken possession of any 
property in Peru claimed as belonging to the com- 
pany. 

Mr. Kasson explained that the object of his in- 
quiries was to show whether or not this was a solid 
claim, and whether the company was an organiza- 
tion for the promotion of a legitimate undertaking. 
It had been alleged that the fact of its not bein 
recognized by the Peruvian Government had | 
the company to apply for the protection of its own 
Government. He therefore invited the witness tc 
state fally whatever related to the solid characte1 
of the undertaking and to the legal right of the 


company to ask the aid of the United States Gov: 

ernment. 

THE ORIGIN AND CLAIMS OF THE PERUVIAN 
COMPANY. 

The witness, saying that the question was too 
broad to be covered in an extempore manpver at 
this time, proceeded with the following narrative: 
“This claim was brought toe my attention asa przac- 
ticing attorney in the strictly ordinary course of 
business, in March, 1881. Prior to that time I had 
never heard of it. I had no more knowledge of 
Peru than Ihad of Patagonia. I came into the 
case as utterly ignerant of the premises as perhaps 
any attorney in the United States could have come’ 
into it. This statement, once for ail, will very 


easily, I think, dispose of the alarming aecounts 


heretofore published about my having conspired 
with the Government to set up the Calderon Gov- 
ernment in Peru; to manipulate the appointment 
of Ministers to go to South America, and all that 
sort of thing. simply had no knowledge of the 
claim or of any of the affairs of Peru and. 
Chili prior to March, 1881. After examin- 
ing. the case as an attorney, I was im- 
pressed with the opinion that it was about. 
as manageable as an Egyptian pyramid, and I so 
reported to my client. I said: ‘The intrinsic value 
of the cut stone in an tian pyramid may 

enormous, but the practi value of it is the value 
which may be ultimately realized of it in doliars 


and cents, and whether it is likely to be more than 

is absorbed in any attempt to utilize it.

The result of the. negotiations, extending over 
tities weeks and modified at us points, was 
timately to give professionally ‘white paper’ to 
teo whether anything could be done with the claim. 
fter that point, then I alone am responsible for 

e policy which we pursued. I said to myself: ‘If 
[ go to Washington and get down into the lap of 
the Government in a manner to suggest to the Ex- 
peutive that I have eome he:« to sit around until it 
ls compelled to do something for me, if I approach 
the Executive in a spirit of that sort, I ought to be 
kicked out and probably should be. It may be 
abstractly the duty of the United States Govern- 
ment to see that the rights of its citizens are - 
tected abroad, when the eitizen himself is unable jo 

rotect them. But the United States Government h 

= upon it an infinity of other duties, and it 
will not be likely to precipitate the country into 
war or to undertake any complicated negotiations 
pn such premises as these. Nothing of the kind is 
to be expected. We must put our own shoulders 
to the wheel before we call on Hercules, if we ex- 
pest Hercules to help us at all.’ With these views 

shaped all my plans from the first, as suggested 
already, I think, in some correspondence that has 
been published, and as will come out very clearly 
In a letter which I shall have to submit. I shaped 
all my policy with reference to doing everything 
that could possibly be done in the way of negotia- 
tion or dicker on our own behalf, leaving a resort 
for eaking for aid from the United States Govern- 
ment to the last extremity. It occurred to me fur- 
ther, that it would be exceedingly proper (since 
every step we must take, it attracted 
notice would attract a great deal of notice, and 
since our action as American citizens would in a 
sense be representative of the United States, and 
the Government would be compelled either to ap- 

rove it orto disapprove it,) that we should at 
east make the Executive promptly aware what 
our interests were, and place all the facts within 
the control of the Executive. We must not seem, 
on the other hand, to attempt to act independently 
of the Government. The interest was necessarily 
International, and it was the right of the Govern- 
ment to be at least informed on the subject. With 
this view the first step that I took was to write the 
letter which the Chairman has just read, shadow- 
Ing to the President the fact that there was a 
large claim about to be brought forward; shad- 
owing itto him at atime when I understood new 
appointments were under consideration; stating 
expressly, as I did, that we had no suggestion to 
make and no influence to offer in regard to the ap- 
pointment of Ministers to South America. From 
the first we were judiciously careful to abstain 
from seeming to usurp any share in the functions 
of the Government. We were citizens only, and no 
one was more thoroughly aware of the fact than 
we were. We desired that the President should 
make his selection of men who he might suppose 
were clean handed, pure hearted, broad minded, 
and capable of fitly representing himin case he 
ene, at a later date, connect himself with this 
claim.” 

Mr. Kasson—That is up to the date of the letter 
submitted this morning—April 28, 1881? 

The Witness—Yes, Sir. he first copies of my 
printed papers t!at left my hands were the set 
which were sent to the President on the 2ist of 
May. l thought It not indelicate to suggest—inas- 
much asI did not personally approaeh the Presi- 
dent, and inasmuenh as I asked no one to approach 
him in my behalf, but merely laid my case before 
him on its merits—that if it were convenient and 

ossible I should be glad to be summoned to Wash- 
ngton to answer any questions he might ask. I 
was not summoned. I did nothing further until I 
learned of Gen. Hurlbut’s appointment. I had my 
own appretensions in the premises, but the ap- 
pointment hail been made, and it was my duty to 
accept it. Icoimmunicated with the Secretary of 
Btate, first by inclosing to him a set Of my papers 
for Gen. Hurlbut, to be delivered in his offielal dis- 
cretion. I then wrote the letter which has 
been read to Gen. Huribut, and suggested an in- 
formal conference. The sole thought that I 
had in mind with reference to that conference 
was that I should be glad to have a free talk with 
him personally in reference to this claim; tosup- 
plement,as I might be able the official information 
and the official instructions which he might re- 
ceive. It was not my purpose at that time to 
make any suggestion to him with reference to the 
matter which was suggested in my letter of June 
2. I stated yesterday that when that question con- 
fronted me Lhad but one impression, and that was 
that it would not be wise to have any conversation 
with Mr. Hurlbut onthe subject; that whatever 
should be said should be said in writing, so that 
there might be no mistake as to what 
was said. The conference with Gen. Hurlbut 
followed. It seemed to me _ exceedingly  sat- 
isfactory. My papers could not have been 
laid before the President, presumably, soon- 
er than the 23d of May. They were mailed on 
the 2ist, which was Saturday. Five days later the 
United States Minister telegraphed me, requesting 
aninterview. At that interview he stated the con- 
clusions and final opinion of the Executive of the 
United States on my claim—that it was as strong 
as a claim could well be made, I may have been 
an enthusiast, I may have been misled, but sucha 
response to such a suggestion seemed to me, as an 
attorney, (and not altogether a visionary,) a very 
satisfactory and encouraging response. I certainly 
had not bought that opinion. I had not influenced 
it. It had come on the merits of the case as shown 
-in the papers if it came atall. I took no further 
steps (1 was busy myself with interior details) 
until July. Some time in July (my negotia- 
tions with my clients for the transfer 
of their claim to a _ corporation having 
been satisfactorily advanced) I determined 
to associate with myself counse! of experience 
and eminence, with the sole view of receiving 
assistance in sifting all the legal questions which 
might be involved in the claim. I certainly was 
unaware of the magnitude of the interests in- 
voived if the title was good. My impression was 
that it would be impossible to take too much care 
with reference to the one question of whether the 
title was good or not. With that view I opened 
eorrespondence with Mr. Boutwell in the first in- 
gtance, 

Mr. Rice—Had you been previously acquainted 
with Mr. Boutwell? 

MR. BOUTWELL EMPLOYED AS COUNSEL. 

The Witness—I had not been. My attention was 
turned toward him by the fact that he was at the 
moment (asI believe he still is) counsel for the 
United States in the French and American Claims 
Commission, and it seemed to me that he would be 
freshly and fully informed astoall the questions 
of international law that would be likely 
to affect this issue. I will add that that was 
the controling consideration, and I believe 
the sole consideration, which turned my attention 
toward him. His political afhliations at the time, 
his personal relations to the Government, were 
simply unknown to me. He was selected solely as 
a counselor who, at the moment, would be likely to 
be very freshly and fully informed on international 
law as bearing on claims of this sort. He was 
kind enongh to examine the case, retaining the 
papers for several weeks. He then came 
to my office at the end of a _ journey 
made expressly to see me, introducing him- 
self. The conversation was about like this, 
he opening it: “ Well, Sir, [have examined ‘your 
case.”’ There was along pause. “ Weill, Governor, 
what do you think of it?’ “itis all right.”’ “You 
find no flaw in it?’ ‘‘ None, Sir.” “ You are en- 
tirely satisfied with it?” ‘ Entirely, Sir, ana I am 
ready to submit it to the President at any mo- 
ment.’ The remainder of the conversation I think 
ZI shail not disclose. It is in no sense material to 
the history which Iam now giving. it lasted per- 
haps an hourand a half. It concerned itself ex- 
clusively with such matters as would naturally pass 
between counsel and client at the time, and my 
suggestion with reference to the expediency of 
using or omitting to use certain counsel. Neither 
at that conference nor any other that I ever bad 
with Mr. Boutwell wasapything said with reference 
to the possible use of any officer of the United 
States or any member of Congress in his official 
capacity, 1 trust that Mr. Boutwell would have re- 
tired from the case instantly if I had suggested 
anything of the kind. So far ag the purposes of 
this investigation are concerned, as I understand 
them, I have disclosed unreservedly ail that passed 
between this counsel and myself on that subject. 
I conferred with Mr. Boutwell specially with ref- 
erence to the expediency of pursning negotiations 
- with the Executive, which had been initiated by 
my e¢orrespondence, as beretofore shown. The 
President, meanwhile, had been injured. He was 
fisabled. The very important query arose, 
whether the Secretary of State would 
consider’ himself sufficiently informed in 
the premises to _ proceed without bemg 
able to consult the President. That ground was 
very carefully gone over. The only deeision we 
could reach was that that must bo left to the Sec- 
retary ef State himself to decide. The further 
question was discussed as to just how the Secre- 
tary of State should be approached. My own sug- 
gestion was that the approach should be made by 
Gov. Boutwell; that he was counsel for the United 
States; that the Secretary of State was in such re- 
lations to him that he could at any time have 

reper access to him; and I asked him to under- 
ake this office. But, a few days before his call, a 
friend had brought to my attention the fact that a 
person whom I will not now name, a Senator of 
the United States, was a particular personal friend 
pf the Secretary of State and would be 
able as counsel to secure an advantageous 
onsideration of the caso on its merits. 
ihad authorized steps to be taken, and there was 
a chain of steps taken, the result of which should 
bring me into conference with this Senator. That 
conference was imminent on the day when Mr. 
Boutwell and I had this consultation. I should 
think it was midway in July. I disclosed to Mr. 
Boutwell trankly this pending negotiation and he 
gaid: “Ithink it might be just as well, perhaps 
better, to pursue that course. Iam at your ser- 
yice in the premises whenever you think I can act 
with advantage, but my advice would be that the 
Initial overture should be made by some personal 
end of the Secretary. He is necessarily exceed- 
ly pressed with official and persona! duties, and 
whether he would give the matter attention at all 
pr not may depend very much upon his courtesy to 
} personal friend.” 


AN INTERVIEW WITH A SENATOR, 

Upon that advice the interview in due course 
pame about—the interview with the Senator. It 
lasted about four hours and a half, and was con- 
fined exclusively to a discussion of the merits of 
this title asatitle. This was at my office in New- 
York. Toward the close of the interview I asked 
the Senator if he was willing to accept a retainer 
as counsel. He responded almost with vehemence: 
“No, Sir, under no conceivable circumstances. It 
Is possible that some form of this case may come

e opportunity that was ever af- 
ford to a nation in the history of the 
world is open to the United States through 
a combination of facts as now exist 
sheer have The Secretary of State 


urging to see what an opportunity for civilization, 
for commerce, for the practical extension of onr 
territory (apart from all political em meng st 
open here.’’ He summeditup by saying: ‘This 
amounts to the commercial annexation of South 
America. All this will appear on the mere facts. 
You will need no political influence; you will need 
no urging; hog will need no counsel. It is merely 
necessary that the facts should be clearly laid be- 
fore the Executive.” Toward the close of the in- 
terview the Senator having freshly assured me 
that his judgment as to the interest of the whole 
United States im this case (it was thus he 
phrased) would impose upon him, as a Senator, 
the official duty of forwarding a legal inquiry 
into the validity of this claim and of esgaging the 
Executive to take such proper action in the prem- 
ises as might seem expedient. He said that he 
would be glad to have me meet the Secretary of 
State; that he was on his way to Washington, hav- 
ing come from his home in Plymouth, N. H., (this 


parenthetical remark was accompanied with a cun- 


ning leer,) and that soon after his arrival he would 
ascertain whether the Secretary’s duties were such, 
and whether his engagements were such, that it 
would be possible for him to take up the considera- 
tion of this case at that time. If so, he would aad- 
vise me, and if I received from him an invitation to 
come to Washington I might rely on the interview 
having been arranged for, Some days later I re- 
ceived from him either a telegram or a note, 
the substance of which simply was a bidding 
to come to Washington. Icame,I met him, and 
was by him conducted to the Secretary’s, where 
the interview, of whichI have given an aecount, 
took place. Collaterally, I had been a short time 
prior to that time initiating some negotiations to 
retain other counsel, but I think I have given an 
account of all the professional arrangements that 
were concluded up to that time. Of the others I 
will give due account at a later time. 

In reply to a question as to how the Georgia 
charter, which was granted in 1870, came into pos- 
session of the company, the witness stated that, it 
seeming expedient to him that the company should 
have a special charter, something more than the 
sea room which it could have under the gen- 
eral law, he had early begun to make 
inquiries about special charters, and had, 
he tight say, stumbled upon this one. 
It had been brought to his attention 
in the course of his correspondence, by an attorney 
of Georgia, formerly a member of the State Le- 
giaslature. It had been originally drawn by Mr. 
Duff Green, who had prepared it with reference to 
a comprehensive scheme for building railroads, 
canals, and other public works all through the 
South-west. Mr. Green’s intention had been to 
have very extensive Kuropean connections, and to 
do business more or less largely abroad, and he 
bad, therefore, a special clause inserted giving au- 
thority to the company to do business in all parts 
of the world. ‘These features of the charter 
seemed particularly fortunate for the use of the 
Peruvian Company. Mr. Green had died after the 
initial organization without going far with his 
plans, and the charter then belonged to his legal 
representatives. For reasons purely professional, 
the witness had determined to procure this charter. 
It contained the extraordinary provision anthoriz- 
ing the company to create branches within or 
without the State of Georgia, in Europe, or else- 
where. Each branch couid exercise independently 
all the powers of the original corporation. He had, 
therefore, purchased the origina! charter, which 
was in the name of “the Contractors’ Associa- 
tion,” in order to procure from that company a 
charter to the Peruvian Company. Its charter, 
therefore, merely was a certificate from the Con- 
tractors’ Association. The Peruvian Company 
was nothing more than one of the branches author- 
ized under the Georgia charter. The legal seat of 
the Peruvian Company was at the City of New- 
York. ‘The organization had been perfected under 
the professional advice of the Hon. Scott Lord, 
formerly a member of the House. 

The witness next produced a letter written by 
him to Gen. Kilpatrick, Minister to Chili, as follows: 

JUNE 9, 1881. 

Dear Str: I inclose private copies of the prospectus 
of the Peruvian Company and supplementary memo- 
randa for your information. These papers were 

jaced before the President on the 22d ult., and I 
1ave been ofticiatly advised in the premises through 
Gen. Hurlbut. I shouid be giad, at your early conven- 
lence, to discuss the matter informaily and unofficially 
with you,as I have aiready discussed it with Gen, 
Hurlbut. Noaction willbe taken by the owners of 
this claim —— upon the express Or assured ap- 
proval of the Executive, and 4 trust, therefore, that 
you will see noimpropriety in such a conference as i 
have suggested. Be good enough to reserve these 
papers to your individual control for the time being, 
and oblige yours very truly, JACOB R, SHIPHERD, 

He said that the two letters to Gen. Kilpatrick 
(one of which had been already published) and 
those to Mr. Huribut covered all the negotiations 
he had had with Ministers of the United States. 

Recurring to the history of the relations of 
Senator Blair with the Peruvian Company, the 
witness said: ‘‘I think I should say what would 
complete the histery of that Senator's relations to 
the case, inasmuch as there is more or less interest 
in those relations. | have stated that he declined a 
retainer, and I have stated the reason that he gave. 
Atasubsequent date weeks afterward, and after 
what he told me was a very careful consul- 
tation with many eminent friends of his 
in and out of Congress, he being advised that 
the chances of this interest ever coming before 
Congress were infinitely remote, and heing 
advised. as he told me, by the Secretary of State, 
that under no circumstances would this case ever 
come before Congress, as it would be disposed of 
in the State Department—on that view and on that 
advice given by the Secretary of State, he con- 
curred in what members of the Senate and also 
members of the House had suggésted to him, and 
did accept aretainer. Under that retainer he per- 
formed professional services for this company for 
some months. Several weeks prior to the meeting 
of Congress, he advised me that the possibilities 
were that the case would come before Congress in 
some form, and that, pursuant to his original views 
of the proprieties, he had no choice put to return 
his retainer in full, rezerving not even his disburse- 
ments. He had been traveling for me all Summer 
and had done four weeks of work, and he returned 
his retainer, renouncing all claims on the company 
in the future, in aformal document. That is the 
entire history of his relation to the case profes- 
sionally.”’ 

The witness went on to state that some time last 
Summer, having learned that Mr. Adams, the Min- 
ister to Bolivia, was in this country, and it being a 
part of the plan of the Peruvian Company to open 
commercial negotiations with Bolivia with refer- 
ence to the possible lease of her nitrate beds, he 
had a personal eonference on that subject with Mr. 
Adams in New-York as to the possibility of Bolivia 
entertaining a proposition of that kina. Mr.

Hehbad never heard from 
Mr. Adams since. That was the end of the matter. 

Mr. Kasson—Have you.now disclosed ths names 
of all Ministers of the United States with whom 
you have had correspondence or personal inter- 
views’ A.—To the uttermost,to my knowledge 
or recollection. I feel embarrassed by not having 
mentioned the matter of Mr. Adams before, but 
it dia not seem to have any possible bearing on this 
question, as it did not touch the Cochet claim. 

Q.—In view of the death of Kiipatrick, and in 
order to aviod any suggestion even of impropriety 
on his part, I wish you to state distinctly whether 
in your correspondence or interviews with him 
there was anything relating to any personal in- 
terest on his part in connection with the subject 
presented to him. A.—I can answer that by say- 
ing that Gen. Kilpatrick never replied to either 
letter; that I never saw him to know him; that I 
never sent bima verbal mess#ge, and that these 
two letters represent the simple totality of all that 
ever passed between us. 

Mr. Kasson—Do you also testify that no official 
of the Executive Department at Washington or 
elsewhere solicited an interest in this claim, re- 
ceived an interest in this claim, or had a proposi- 
tion from you to be interested in it? A.—My an- 
swer to that is that noofficial of the United States 
Government (broadening that definition so as to 
inelude all members of Congress, and, so far as I 
know, all persons holding a position of trust under 
the United States Government, here or elsewhere, 
in any form) has had any personal relation with 
this company from which he could derive any pe- 
euniary advantage whatever, except one person, 
who holds an office through which (so far as I 
know) he never could by any pessibility, by an 
official action of his, influence this claim. He was 
retained as couns-l, he being a_ counselor at law, 
and he received a retainer as such counsel for legal 
service enly. Thatgentleman is the Collector of 
Customs at New-York.

Mr. Kasson—With that reservation you answer 
completely and absolutely touching any personal 
interest in this claim on the part of members of the 
Government at home orabroad’ A.—I do—with 
the reservation simply that if any person interested 
in thls company holds a Government office the fact 
has not been brought to my kuowledge, and I 
therefore am not responsible for any negotiation 
with him in regard to his being an officer of the 
Government. 

The committee then adjourned until to-morrow.

WAR AND NAVY DEPARTMENT 
NEWS AND ORDERS. 

AN EXECUTIVE ORDER RELEASING CADET 
WHITTAKER FROM ARREST—ORDERS TO 
AND TRANSFERS OF OFFICERS—-REPORTS 
FROM NAVAL 8TATIONS. 


Wasuinoton, March 22.—A general order 
wasissued fromthe Adjutant-General’'s office to- 
day giving the findings of the court-martial in the 
case of Cadet Whittaker. The court-martial found 
Whittaker guilty on both of the charges against 
him, namely: ‘ Conduct unbecoming an officer and 
a gentleman” and ‘‘falso swearing to the prejudice 
of good order and military discipline.” The sen- 
tence is that he ‘*bedishonorably dismissed from 


the military service of the United States and to pay 


a fine of $1, and to be thereafter confined at hard 
labor for one year in such penitentiary as the re- 
viewing authority may direot.” The order con- 
cludes as follows: 

The proceedings of the general court-martial in the 
foregolng case of Cadet Johnson OC, Whittaker, United 
States Military Academy, having been submitted to 
the President, the following are his orders: 

EXECUTIVE Mansion, March 21, 1882. 

In the foregoing case of Cadet Johnson G. Whit- 
taker, it appearing that. on the trial t e court-martial, 
notwithstanding the objection of the accused, ad- 
mitted in evidence, to be used by experts in hand- 
writing as standards of comparison with the note of 
warning, which is the subject of the second spectfica- 
tion of the first charge, and of the third specification 
of the second charge,anumber of papers testified 
to be in the handwriting of the aceused, 
which papers were not in evidence for any 
other purpose than to be used _as standards, and were 
so used by the experts,and that a large amount of 
testimony in support of the above mentioned two spe- 
cifications by ‘such experts, based on their compari- 
son of these standards with the note of warning, was 
introduced on the part of the prosecution, and the At- 
torney-General being of the opinion (concurrin 
therein with the Judge-Advocate-General of the Army 
that the above mentioned papers were improperly ad- 
mitted in evidence, and that there Is in that respect 
error in the proceedings of the court in relation to a 
material issue. The foregoing proceedings and sentence 
are disapproved, and it is ordered that Cadet Whit- 
taker be released from arrest,

Capt. Matthews, commanding the Powhatan, re- 
ports under date of Frederickstadt, Santa Cruz, 
Feb. 28, that the Powhatan left San Juan de Puerto 
Rico. Feb. 18, and arrived at Santa Barbara de 
Samana on the 19th, where they found the 
Despatch, and during the 20th and 2ist filled 
out all her requisitions from articles on 
board the Powhatan. The Despatch had 10 tons 
of coalon hand, and the Powhatan gave her 73 
tons more. Capt. Matthews also states that the 
Despatch is making good progress with the survey, 
but had been much retarded by the unusually pro- 
longed rainy season. Capt. Matthews ealled on 
the Governor on the 20th, and he returned the 
call the next day. ‘The Powhatan arrived at 
Frederickstadt on the 23d, which place {fs just re- 
covering from the effects of the riots in October, 
1878. when two-thirds of the town was destroyed 
by fire, as well as nearly all the principal estates on 
the tsland. The Powhatan sailed on the evening of 
the 28th for Guadaloupe.

AN ACQUITTAL IN THE CHRISTMAS TRIAL-— 
PROCEEDINGS IN OTHER CASES. 

WasHINGTON, March 22,—The case of James 
B. Christmas, indicted for the murder of William 
G. Whitney on June 25 last, was ealled in the 
Criminal Court, before Judge Wylie, to-day. W. A. 
Cook, T. A. Case, and J. J. Yeates, counsel for 
Christmas, announced their readiness to proceed. 
The Government being also ready, the selection of 
a jury was begun. The full jury was secured and 
the examination of witnesses was proceeded with, 
and the direct testimony for the Government es- 
tablishing the killing was concluded. Counse! for 
the accused admitted the killimg, and only two or 
three witnesses were summoned by the prosecu- 
tion. Christmas is the son-in-law of Mrs. Myra 
Clark Gaines, and Whitney, the murdered man, 
was herson. The jury, by direction of the court, 
rendered a verdict of acquittal on the ground of 
self-defense, and Mr. Christmas was released from 
arrest. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 22,—The case of Wil- 
liam J. Hare, upon whose death on Saturday last 
Dr. A. Hewson had reflected a suspicion of poison- 


ing. was ng investigated this morning, when the 
result of the post-mortem examination made by 
Dr. Lee was submitted, and showed that the cause 
of the young man’s death was consumption. 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, March 22.—A reign 
of terror exists at Laramie City, 56 miles west of 
here. Incendiaries have been at work for four 
nights past, and fires have occurred every night, 
some of them very costly. No distinction has 
been made as to the class of property—railroad 
buildings, hotels, and dwelling-houses all suffering 
alike. Vigilantes have been patrolling the streets for 
three nights and have arrested about 20 strangers, 
but still fires have started upon every side. The 
prescners have been released. The terror is great 

ecause the people do not know what to expect 
next, not knowing whom to suspect. The offenders 
will be summarily dealt with if eaught. Two nights 
ago Vigilantes of Rawlins, Wyoming, lynched two 
men, named James Lacy and Bob Roddeck, who 
had committed several burglaries ana had planned 
to rob a bank when a “‘ pal’’ betrayed them. 


SuMNER, lL, March 22.—Thomas Davis, of 
Petty Township, 65 years old, died yesterday from 
fracture of the skull produced by brickbats thrown 
by Capt. E. C. Davis, a veteran of the war. The 
latter is held in $2,500 bail. Both men were well 
known and respectable. Capt. Davis married a 
niece of Speaker Keifer. 


Newport, R. 1, March 22.—The Grand 
Jury of the Supreme Court came in this forenoon, 
bringing indictments against William H. Durfee, 
for forgery, and against John Slavin, for poisoning 
his sister. The Durfee case has attracted much at- 
tention, owing to the prominenee of the prisoner, 
against whom three indictments were found—two 
on alleged forged notes at the Newport National 
Bank, and one at the Aquidneck National Bank. 
Durfee pleaded not guilty, but being unable to fur- 
nish bail was committed for trial. Slavin put pol- 
son insome coffee, in the hope that his father’s 
mistress would drink it, His sister drank it by mis- 
take, but recovered. 
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Sr. Louis, March 22.—Advices from Fort 
Reno state that a day or two ago, while a port of 
four cattlemen were about 2? miles from the fort, 
on their way from Wichita, Kan., to Fort Worth, 
Texas, one of the party, named John Morgan, 
drove two of the others away from the camp and 
shot and killed the third, named Stevens. who was 
too sick to go away. Morgan then took the horses 
and other effects of the party and escaped toward 
Kansas. 


EMMETTSBURG, Iowa, March 22.—Charles 
Cornelian and Frederick Miller, two Highland 
Seotsmen, who came from Scotland last season 
and bought a farm of the Scottish-American Land 
Company on Jack Creek, met atthe house of W. 
R. Dawson. Cornelian and Miller soon quarreled, 
the latter calling the formera ltar. Cornelian pro- 
cured a revolver from the next room and shot Mil- 
ler twice through the head, killing him instantly. 
He then placed the weapon to his own head, sent 
two bullets through his brain, and fell dead. 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 22.—The District

Falconer on a charge of writing annoying let- 
ters. The letters were written to Mr. Hale’s 
daughter, who is now 17 years of age, and the first 
of the series was received about four years ago. 
The warrant was placed in the hands of Detective 
Powers, of the Brooklyn Central Office, and 
that officer arrested Faleoner last evening at 


the Canda House, No. 17 Lafayette-place. 


Falconer, who Is an artist, had only returned a few 
days ago from Washington, where he had resided 


since December last. The prisoner, who is a tall, 
good-looking young man, was fashionably dressed, 
and is about 80 years of age. He expressed aston- 
ishment at his arrest, and said he had done nothing 
which could be construed intoa violation of law. 
He admitted having written the letters to Miss 
Hale, and expressed the opinion that, being in 
love with the young lady, he had a perfect righ® 
to doso. He had met her, he said, first, about four 
years, ago in Plymouth Church Sunday-school. He 
was a member of the church, and on the oe- 
easion referred to, four years ago, carried 
ona sort of flirtation with the girl. He bad never 
spoken to her ener on that occasion, but from 
the manner in which his addresses had been re- 
ceived he was led to believe that he was not disa- 
rreeable to Miss Hale. He commenced writing 
etters to her at once, and he continued to do so 
ever since. Many of his letters were returned to 
him, and some time ago he received a letter from 
Miss Hale’s father ordering him not to write any 
more letters tothe young girl. As Mr. Hale did 
not say that the letters received were disagreeable 
to his daughter Falconer felt himself justified, he 
said, in continuing to write. If Miss Hale had 
written a single letter saying she wished him to 
discontinue writing he would have done so. He 
believed, he said, that his affection was returned, 
and until he was satisfied that it was not he de- 
clined to be prevented from writing. 

A brother-in-law of Miss Hale visited Falconer 
in New-York on one occasion, and requested him 
to stop writing to Miss Hale. He refused to eom- 

ly with the request, whereupon the brother-in- 

aw called him a blackguard. The prisoner, to 
avoid a quarrel, turned on his heel and went away. 
Tho brother-in-law then had a conversation with 
Falconer’s employer, and Falconer, as a re- 
sult of that conversation, he believes, 
lost his position. Determined to bring his 
long and one-sided courtship to an _ issue, 
Falconer last week called at Mr. Haie’s house 
in Brooklyn, but was denied admission. Fortunate- 
ly for Falconer, Mr. Hale was not at home, and the 
visit, it is believed, determined the latter to have 
the young man arrested. Speaking of his letters 
last evening, the prisoner said that while 
they breathed a tender love and contained many 
endearing expressions there wasin them nothing 
disrespectful, or that a gentleman could not prop- 
erly write toa mer. Falconer says he is a member 
of thé Twenty-third Regiment, occupies a good 
social position, and bas a perfect right to aspire 
to the hand of Miss Hale. Falconer admitted that 
Miss Hale was only a child of 12 or 18 when he first 
spoke to herin the Sunday-sehool, and also that 
since that date she had not written or spoken to 
him or given him encouragement of any kind. Fal- 
coner will be taken before Justice Walsh this 
morning, and it is said an attempt will be made to 
secure a private hearing.

RELIGION ON THE PLAINS 


OIVILIZING THE INDIANS OF THE 
SANTHE AGENOY. 

BISHOP HARE CONTINUING HIS STORY OF 
MISSIONARY HINMAN’S LABORS AMONG 
THE PRETTY sQUAWS—THE BISHOP 
CALLS HIS PRESBYTER A BEAST. 


Bishop William H. Hare yesterday continued 
his direct testimony in the suit brought against 
him by the Rey. Samuel Hinman to recover $25,000 
damages for libel. The witness went over in detail 
all the stories he heard about the plaintiff after the 
latter’s deposition from his missionary post in 
Niobrara, referring to numerous diaries to refresh 
his memory as to dates. He denied many 
things the plaintiff had written and testified to. 
The court at the outset decided the question 
raised on Tuesday asto the admissibility of cer- 
tain evidence and permitted the witness to explain 
why he allowed plaintiff to accept communion at 
the death-bed service of the Rev. ‘‘ Dan’? Hemans 
and shortly afterward. He swore that he did not 
repel the plaintiff on that oceasion because com- 
munion in such a case was a privilege which could 
not be taken from a clergyman until he had been 
subjected toatrial on charges. To have denied 
plaintiff communion would have been interfering 
with his sacred rights as between himself and his 
God. It would further have been an impertinent 
act. Witness himself administered the communion 
to Mr. Hemans, and Mr. Hinman simply assisted. 
This evidence was a direct contradiction of the 


plaintiff's testimony on the point. Witness 
did say, in reference to the Kerback in- 
cident, when he gave plaintiff the letter 
of dismissal, “It is not a question of 
Indian testimony this time, there isa white wom- 
an.’ He gave the name of the latter, who was a 
resident of the mission-house. After the removal, 
Messrs. Cook and Gasman spoke to witness about 
the Kerback — plaintiff and Miss Kerback 
being in the house at thetime. Witness slept in 
Mr. Hinman’s room, and took meals with Miss Ker- 
back, but there were a number of people around 
at such times. He kept no surveillance over her, 
as plaintiff testified. Neither did he place any ob- 
stacle to Mr. Hinman’s “confronting” her. He did 
not remember rebuking Miss West for speak- 
ing to Miss Kerback. In the interview with 
her he said that Miss Kerback “must not 
be abused or intimidated.” This was after 
plaintiff's removal. Miss Kerback moved about 
freely. He never refused to allow plaintiff to con- 
front Miss Kerback, nor did plaintiff propose to 
him to confront her. He and plaintiff had many 
interviews before Miss Kerback left and the sub- 
jeet of her eharge came up. Witness never prohib- 
ited plaintiff from acting as clergyman of the 
Diocese of Niobrara. He received a letter from 
Mr. Hinman demanding a trial in April, 1878. 
Plaintiff made no verbal demand for a trial pre- 
vious to this written demand. Witness said to 
plaintiff on March 25 that discussion as to the re- 
moval was useless and that his (witness’s) decision 
was final. He never said, however, that he would 
write and stop plaintiff from officiating elsewhere 
if he attempted todoso. Witness did write plain- 
tiff’s catechists to visit him and enjoined them to 
secrecy. He did not tell them of his in- 
tentions toward Hinman in tie matter except 
that he proposed to look (further into 
the subject. He told them to find out whether 
what they said was really trne. He did 
not place plaintiff under the surveillance of these 
persons. He never breathed the subject of the ru- 
mors and charges afterward except to speak to 
prominent Bishops and laymen connected with the 
Board of Missions. A great many charges were 
spoken of in the interviews with Hinman, and ref- 
erence was not confined to asingle charge, as 
plaintiff alleged. Witness had agreed to pay for 
furniture in the building. He said afterward, 
however, that he had seen that plaintiff had signed 
an agreement that the mission property was vested 
in the Board of Missions. Witness then said he 
would have to withdraw from the arrangement of 
proposed purchase until he had consulted with the 
committee of the board. He did not demand the 
signature of a paper by the plaintiff resigning his 
ministry as a condition preliminary to §the pay- 
ment of his salary. Subsequently, he did suggest 
the propriety of plaintiff's renouncing his marae 
and thus saving the scandal of a public trial. 
Plaintiff indignantly refused to give heed to this 
suggestion. In reference to his (Hinman’s) ciaims 
of property rights in the mission, he told plaintiff 
he would be treated kindly and fairly provided he 
did not show “fight”? and did not stir up the In- 
dians. Witness called the chiefs to meet him, and 
told the1a what he had done in the matter of plain- 
tiff’s removal. They dined together, but there was 
no merriraent whatever at this meal, but rather 
‘**profound sorrow.” Witness never *' made merry 
over Mr. Hiaman’s removal,’’ nor did he seize 
every opportunity to bumble plaintiff or browbeat 
any Indian who spoke in his favor. He said to 
Miss West that the ‘thing to do was to try and 
build up that mission again.”” He did not demand 
that she should believe Hinman guilty, but only 
that she should cheer and encourage the In- 
dians, and that they should not be brow- 
beaten. He told her, also, that she should have 
a home, and her stipend would be continued, 
He said the action he had taken was final and must 
be so taken, and rather than have things go on in 
the old way he would prefer toclose the mission 
and bar the church doors. He did say that “he 
was sorry she ever had any conneetion with such a 
beast,’ referring to Mr. Hinman. She was still in 
the mission, and the conversation took place on 
the river bank, at Santee. She assailed witness’s 
truth, and said that she could not place dependence 
upon witness’s word, and that she proposed to 
leave the mission and cast her lot with Mr. Hin- 
man. He then responded, using the above expres- 
sion quoted by Mr. Hinman. When Mr. Hinman 
appeared at the mission, 10 days after his re- 
moval, witness teld Miss West that such 
admittance of him there was against the 
understanding, and must not be _ repeated. 
He never said he wanted Miss Kerbaek safely out 
of the country after he got her affidavit, previous 
to the ecclesiastic trial. Witness next detailed 
what he had done in the way of giving plaintiff a 
trial, in compliance with Hinman’s written request. 
Witness proffered his services as prosecutor, and 
offered to proceed, and Mr. Hinman objected. 
Frederick J. Fox afterward acted as prosecutor, 
but witness had nothing whatever to do with the 
choice. He was selected by Messrs. Cook and 
Cleveland. He was allowed to enter the mission- 
house, but it was not true that Fox’s dissipations 
and indiscretions had been reported to the witness. 
Witness found Fox employed as a teacher on his 
return and he remained there until six weeks after- 
ward. Witness did not know that Fox was ever 
at his house in a state of intexication and kept over 
night in such a condition. Witness did not 
withdraw the charges, Fox came to him and 
sald that the indictment or presentment was faulty 
and he proposed to enter anolle prosequi. Wit- 
ness thought this wise, and it was subsequently 
done. Witness presented the report of the three 
Judges, and the records were also read by Mr. 
Nash. It corroborated the plaintiff's general ver- 
sion of the proceeding in his pamphlet. Witness 
was handed the report of the Judges on the day of 
the adjournment of the court. He identified it, 
and Mr. Nash offered itin evidence. Ex-Recorder 
Smith objected that it was not part of the record, 
but the court admitted the document, and Mr. 
Nash read it. It was a certification to the effect 
that there was no verdict given because a nolle 
prosequi had been entered on account of certain 
irregularities in the proceedings. Witness swore 
that there was no other proceeding that could be 
called an “ acquittal’? inthe matter. Witness said 
nothing, subsequently, about resorting to ‘*sub- 
terfuge,’’ or that * ‘happily something would 
be discovered to convict him  (plaintiff.)’ 
He remarked to the presenters that proceedings 
would have to be pene afresh. At the calling of 
the court for a second trial of the charges witness 
selected Fox to act as presenter. He was “the 
same Fox the plaintiff had before referred to.” 
The plaintiff's statement that witness had issued a 
notice on his own sole responsibility that the sec- 
ond court was adjourned sine die was not correct. 
There was no such adjournment, and he had no 
direct part in the adjournment or postponement 
which washad. He never represented to the na- 
tives that Indians who harbored Hinman ren- 
derei themselves liable to imprisonment or 
that it was a crime to give him _ food. 
When the Hinman pamphlet was first offered to the 
Board of Missions he advocated its reading, al- 
though he knew nothing of the paper, excepting 
that it was an attack upon him. He subsequentl 
saw it after the board declined to have it read, 
and read it through hurriedly. He saw it in print 
in the following Summer, and prepared his 
pampblet in reply at Yankton Agency. He never 
sent a copy of this reply to Mrs. Hall. He maileda 
copy with his initials upon it to the plaintiff. He 
told the clergymen subesquently during convoca- 
tion of his action in removing plaintiff, and gave 
es pee for such act. The clergymensubsequent- 
y adopted resolutions approving the *act to the 
number of three or more. He did not see the brethren 
privately and get them to promise to work forthe 
pansae of the resolutions, as plaintiff.eharged in 
is pamphlet. The resolution regarding witness's 
action was printed and distributed to the number 
of not more than a dozen copies. He withdrew the 
resolution subsequently on remark being made to 
him that Hinman was aggrieved, and that the in- 
formant did not consider it was given for circula- 
tion in that way. Witness never knew of the order 
for plaintiff's removal from the Indian country un- 
til six months after it was issued. He did not in- 
duce the Indian Commissioner to procure the or- 
der; on the contrary, he wrote to the Commis- 
sioner that it was manifestly unjust to exclude Mr. 
Hinman from the country when he was about to 
be tried, and he appealed for a suspension of the 
order until plaintiff got his witnesses and evidence 
in his case. The acting Commissioner wrote a re- 
ply suspending the order of exclusion. : 
When he used the expression “ beast” in refer- 
ence to Hinman in the conversation with Miss 
West he had just heard of a shocking act of Hin- 
man in connection with one of: the girls in_wit- 
ness’s school. Very heated objection was made to 
this answer, and the court ordered it stricken out, 
Witness then went on to say that Mr. Welsh told 
him in Philadelphia in November, 1877, that the 
stories about Hinman could not be resisted uny 
longer. He said it had just come to him that Mr. 
Hinman was considered a man of abandoned char- 
acter in the Indian country, and that Richardson 
L. Wright had told him that Mrs. Hinman had died 
from an evil disease contracted from plaintiff. Mr. 
Wright got this story from Dr. Roberts, of Phila- 
delphia. Witness knew of Spencer Rogers b 
name, but not personally. He believed Mr. Wels 
told the truth, and also that the story was true. 
Gen. J. H. Hammond told him that Hinman’s adul- 
teries were the common talk wherever he went. 
He said that all -itmess would have to do ff he 
wanted to know what was thought of Hin- 
mun would be to sit down in a room 
in a_ hostelry in Yankton, conceal the 
fact that he was Bishop, and that Hinman’s 


bad tation would be the subject of conversa- 
tion within five minutes. The Rev. J. G. Gasman 
told him afterward that what Gen. d had 
that Hi ag Fn etl sla oak Lyn 
a nman on na 
the girls in her school in the twilight. She said he 
had behaved improperly & one of her girls. She 
said he had come to lia Benoist’s room and 
asked herto mend his trousers. He said at the 
time: “Ilove you very much. I want to talk to 
you to-night.” This was the pretty half-breed girl 
who was referred to as being abashed by [oomph 
overtures. Mrs. Duygan afterward put the state- 
ment in writing at wituess’s request. Mr. Nash 
here read Mrs. Duygan’s statement tothe effect 
that the half-breed was much mortified by 
Plaintiff's words and manner and came and 
asked her whether Hinman was not a clergy- 
man. The other girls also said they were 
scandalized by his behavior and considered 
himabad mar. The Indian catechists told wit- 
ness subsequently of particular instances of “shame- 
less acts” of Mr. Hinman; that he had been seen 
in iliictt intercourse with Tip!-Datawin, and that 
the Christian people at Santee were ashamed and 
discouraged and wanted another minister. He 
asked to have Duncan Stone, who told the above 
story, sent to him. The latter came on Jan. 3 or 
4, 1878, and told the incident again in detail. Com- 
missioner Hoyt told witness in Washington that it 
had been reported to him that Hinman was a 
known adulterer; that he had been seen in a 
brothel in Washington, and that he ought to be 
got out of the Indian country as a man whose 
resence was detrimental to the welfare of the 
ndians. He said something ought to be done by 
the Church authorities in the matter, Hoyt be- 
gan the conversation. The further hearing was at 
this point adjourned until this morning.

PETROLZUM FOR FUEL, 


AN EXPERIMENT TRIED YESTERDAY ON A 
LONG I8LAND RAILROAD, 

A locomotive stood hissing at the Long 
Island Railroad depvt in Long Island City at 1 
o’clock yesterday afternoon waiting to be coupled 
to a train intended for the accommodation of 
nearly 100 invited guests. The circular of invita- 
tion stated that the exeursion would be the trial 
trip ot an engine fitted up to burn crude petroleum 
as fuel, in accordance with an invention patented 
some twe years ago by Mr. William D. Dickey, who 
was present during the experiment and personally 
superintended the operation of the motor. Among 
those who responded to the invitation were Mr. 


Frederick Roberts, President of the Eastern Trans- 
portation Company; J. M.eLunt, Superintendent of 
the Long Island Railroad; Gen. James W. Husted, 
Jobn W. Handren, President of the Great Western 
Hydro-Fuel Company, under whose auspices the 
experiment was tried; Mr. Alfred Sweeny, of the 
Paterson lron-works; Peter Cooper, F. 8. Gannon, 
of the New-York Elevated Railroad; David Proran, 
an engineer in the employ of the Atlas Steam-ship 
Line; Henry Jobnson, engineer; Gen, E. F. Wins- 
low, Lewis C. Popham, Robert Townsend, of Oys- 
ter Bay, Long Island; William H. Jewell, Vice- 
President of the Great Western Hydro-Fuel Com- 
pany; Gen. James M. Oakley, Mr. P. B. Vermilya, 
Mr. Cobb, of the South Brooklyn Iron Foundry; 
Mr. Clark, of the firm of Charles Pratt & Co., deal- 
ers in petroleum; Mr. A. S. Fitch, Secretary of the 
Great Western Hydro-Fuel Company, together with 
a number of journalists and a few intimate friends 
of the inventor. 

Mr. Dickey’s process is so simpie that atyro in 
engineering can understand it at a glance; and yet, 
on the trial trip yesterday afternoon it fully verified 
its pretensions to be considered a practicable 
method of substituting petroleum in the 
crude state for coal in moving railway 
trains. The crude oil is contained in 
a large iron tank upon the platform of the tender, 
The tank is constructed of iron plates firmly rivet- 
ed together, pains being taken to render the recep- 
tacle of the fpel practieally impervious to air. 
Two pipes lead from the tank to the furnace, each 
delivering at the furnace a jet of erude petroleum 
under very light pressure. If in this condition the 
highly inflammable oil were to be ignited it would 
burn with a brilliant flame, but the combustion 
would be imperfect, and the amount of heat gen- 
erated would be small in comparison with the 
actual capacity of the liquid fuel. Hence, the 
conversion into gas has been regarded as a condi- 
tion precedent to success by most inventors. 
Mr. Dickey overcomes the difficulty in a 
manner that is at once simple and ef- 
ficient. Piaced at right angles to the noz- 
zie that delivers the petroleum, within the fur- 
nace, is a second nozzle, which delivers under high 
pressure a jet of superheated steam. The two jets 
thus meet each other at right angles, and the cur- 
rent of oilis instantaneously reduced to a finely 
divided vapor by the combined heat and force of 
the steam. This vaporizing process is different 
from the conversion into gas, and fills the furnace 
with a petroleum spray mixed with neated vapor 
of water. The thirdfrequirement is to mingle a 
sufficient volume of free air, (or oxygen.) ata high 
temperatare, with the compound vapor produced 
by the petroleum and steam, to render the combus- 
tion perfeet when the contents of the furnace are 
ignited. This is accomplished by a  pe- 
culiar construction of the steam nozzle, 
whieh not only propels a jet of steam 
against the thin stream of oil, but draws after it a 
current of heated air, which alse mixes with the 
vapor. Allthe elements of combustion are now 
present—the carbon in the finely divided vapor of 
the oil, the oxygen that forms one element of 
water, and free oxygenin addition, and the furnace 
is filled with a’ seething, hissing, pungent vapor, 
which blazes instantaneously upon the application 
of a lighted vesuvian. What takes place on igni- 
tion can readily be inferred. The atoms of highly 
heated carbon unite rapidly with the heated oxy- 
gen, and a temperature capable of decomposing 
the steam into hydrogen and oxygen is instanta- 
neously produced. This adds to the supply of 
the latter element, while the hydrogen, with 
its pale biue flame, reunites ig some meas- 
ure in burning with its former element. It 
is not elaimed that there is any gain in the 
amount of heat generated from the decomposition 
of the water and the combustion of its hydrogen; 
but the jet of steam is necessary to the vaporizing 
of the oil, and the disposition thus made of it eom- 
pensates for the expenditure of heat required to 
produce it—that is, to heat the water to the high 
temperature at which itis delivered. The preced- 
ing simple details constitute all the essential 
features of Mr. Dickey’s tnvention for burning 
liquid hydro-carbons without first converting them 
into gas. The perfection of the combustion may 
be inferred from the faet that while a sheet of 
paper placed over the smoke-stack of a furnace 
soon becomes damp with the moisture produced by 
burning hydrogen, no minute brown or dark spots, 
such as would be produced by particles of incan- 
descent carbon appear upon itssurface. There is, 
consequently, no measurable loss of carben from 
this source, which, in the combustion of coal, is one 
of the principal causes of waste. 

The distance traversed yesterday by a train of 
two cars fairly loaded with passengers on the trial 
trip was 83 miles—to Rockaway and return. The 
distance thither. 16.5 miles, was accomplished in 45 
minutes, that being the regular schedule time on 
the Long Island Raiiroad; but the Rogers has been 
run 40 miles an hour with crude petroleum during 
the progress of the present experiments. The 
quantity of oil required to get up steam and make 
the trip was estimated at 70 gallons, and the cost 
of the fuel for the trip was $1 20, agginst 
an expense of about $2 for coal at present 
prices. The movement of the train was easy and 
uniform, the pressure of steam remaining steadily 
at about 100 pounds. The space occupied by the 
fuel was less than one-fourth what would have 
been required for the coal to run the same dis- 
tance, one pound of petroleum doing the work of 
four pounds of coal on the average—a point of 
great importance to marine engineers. When the 
train arrived in the depot at Long Island City the 
oiland steam were turned off by simply turning 
the stop-cocks that reguiate their delivery, and in- 
stantaneously the glowing heat of the furnace 
ceased, its blaze went out, and the work was 
ended. Itis stated by engineors that a boiler will 
last fully twice as long with petroleum for fuel as 
it will with coal; nocleaning of the furnaee or 
handling of the fuel (after it has once been put in 
the tank) is required; so that on steam-ships it 
would be possible to dispense with the services of 
the army of firemen and coal-heavers now em- 
ployed, and to fill their places with two or three 
junior engineers. 


MGLOIN’S CONFEDERATES SENTENCED. 
Robert Morrissey and Thomas Moran, the 
two youths who accompanied Michael E. McGloin 
to the saloon of Louis Hanier, at No. 144 West 
Twenty-sixth-street, on the night of Dee. 80, 1881, 
and were present when the shot was fired by which 
the salcon-keeper was killed, were arraigned in the 


General Sessions Court yesterday on acharge of 
burglary in the first degree. The prisoners were 
originally indicted with McGloin as accessories to 
the murder, but on the trial of the latter the indict- 
ment against them was discontinued in order that 
they might be qualified to testify against their com- 
panion. When called to the witness stand, they re- 
fused to testify on the gene that it might tend to 
criminate or degrade them, and were remanded to 
the Tombs to await further aetion. They were 
subsequently indicted for burglary. Their counsel 
interposed a plea of guilty of an attempt to eom- 
mit burglary, and asked the court to exercise such 
clemency as the prisoners were entitled to by 
reason of having saved the County the expense of 
a trial. Judge Cowing said the prisoners were 
fortunate in not standing in the same position as 
did their confederate, McQloin, whose life would 
pay the forfeit of his crime. It could not be proved, 

owever, that they had entered the premises of 
Hanier with the same motive as he had, and it was 
therefore the duty of the court to accept the plea 
offered. His Honor then sentenced Morrissey and 
Moran to eight years each in State prison. The 
formeris only 18 and the latter 19 years of age. 
The extreme penalty under the plea would be 10 
years’ imprisonmert, McGloin was convicted ot 
murder in the first degree, and is now under 
sentence of death.

The Superinterdent, realizing the 
situation, sent Plunkett into the detective office, 
telling him to give the list of the devils to the de- 
tectives, and telegraphed to the Mercer-street Po- 
lice station for a policeman. When the officer 
arrived Plunkett was taken into custody and 
locked up forthe night. He will be sent baek to 
the asylum to-daa.

The eighth and last lecture of the ceurse on 
proteetion and free trade, which has been given 
during the past Winter by the Brooklyn Revenua 
Reform Club, was delivered last evening by Henry J. 
Philpott, associate editor of the lowa State Leader, 
in the assembly rooms of the Brooklyn Academy 
of Music. His subject was “The Downfall of Pro- 
tection.” Mr. Philpott was introduced by the 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, the President of the 
Revenue Reform Club. Mr. Philpott held the atten- 
tion of his audience for nearly an hour and a half. 
He came fresh trom the missionary field of the 
West, he said, toward which the eyes of free trad- 
ers had long been turned to see If the light would 
break. He was glad tosay the light had broken, 
The free traders there had not Jearned to handle 
their weapons very skilifully yet, but in the rural 
debates in the little Western school-houses they 


had only once or twice been beaten. The sienifi- 
cant fact was that the question was debat- 
ed at all. And he was giad to say 
that a tariff discussion would pack a 
school-house in Iowa and hold an audience spell- 
bound until midnight. The people of the West 
had taken it into their heads to investigate tha 
tariff question without waiting for the appoint- 
ment of acommission. Free traders were making 
converts by the many thousands, and protection 
was losing ground in the West every day. There 
was a remarkable growth of courage among the 
older supporters of free trade doctrines. No po- 
litical party in Iowa dared to declare in favor of a

r. pott next briefly paid his cts to the 
protectionists who sneered at See thaae as “a 
science founded on assumption.” He had a good 
deal more respect, he said, for a science founded 
on assumption than be had for a business founded ° 
on a tax, or for a tax founded on ignerance. Math- 
ematics was a science founded on assumptions 
called “axioms.” The first mathematicians as- 
sumed that equals taken from equals left 
equals, and built up arithmetic upon such 
assumptions. If a science founded on assumptions 
was wrong then let us go to the root of things and 
immediately remodel our arithmetics to suit the 

rotectionists. The fact was that protection—“ the 

hiladelphia school of political economy”— 
was a Pennsylvania idea, founded on the 
assumptions of the Ameriean Iron and Steel 
Association. The Iowa school of political 
economy was free trade. One proposition 
which it had to offer was that a foreign market 
which paid two pairs of blankets for a hog, and 
paid the cost of freight and the profits, was worth 
more than a home market which gave one pair of 
blankets for the same hog. The Western farmers 
wanted the just and right value for their hogs, 
their corn, their wheat, und their oats. Another 
proposition ef the Iowa school was that the man 
who traded a horse worth $100 for a cow worth 
$50 did not necessarily make a good trade, 
even although the “balance of trade” was in 
his favor. A third proposition of the Western free 
traders was that it did not requirea bonus of $3 ta 
protect an American laborer when his wages wera 
only $1. Especially was this proposition true 
when the iaborer was already protected by the 
cost of ocean freights. Still another proposition 
which the Western anti-protectionists had to pre- 
sent was that if it was true that every cheapening 
of commodities which had been made in the last 
20 years had been brought about by the wonderful 
wisdom of Congress—aided by the advice and 
counsel of the Philadelphia school of political econ-< 
omy—then it would be as weil if members of Con~- 
gress would bend their energies toward making 
goods as cheap within the borders of tha 
United States as they have made them in 
foreign countries. It was a fact that Con- 
gress had made some goods twice as 
cheap in Europe as they were in America. 
A fifth proposition made by the free traders of the 
West was that there was no speculation in insult- 
ing and turning away a foreign customer who pur- 
chased $10 worth of goods, and keeping a home 
eustomer who bought goods worth $1 and paid for 
them ia goods worth 50 cents. 

It was foreign commerce, Mr. Philpott continued, 
which had built up the creat City of New-York. 
The lecturer gave statistics of the vast amount of 
corn, wheat, oats, &c., sent by the West to foreign 
markets. It all went through this City, and to get 
here it had to pass through Pennsylvania over 
railroads made costly by protection. Turning to 
the business interests of the country, Mr. Phil- 
pott declared his opposition to business founded 
onatax. It was not fair to build up any business 
onatax. Tax wasacreature of law. It may be 
changed at any time at the whim of the men who 
made tke laws. It was not fair to make business 
the plaything of Congress. There was not a busi- 
ness man in the country who would not go to bed 
and = with Jess care on his mind, and with a 
greater feeling of security if there was a certainty 
that there could be no tinkering with the tariff 
which might upset ali his business calculations and 
prospects. He could have that certainty if there 
was no tariff to be tinkered. 

Another thing which Mr. Philpott wanted his 
hearers to think about was the army of tramps 
which protection had turned out to do deeds of 
violence and to frighten the Western farmers’ 
wives and daughters. The tramp was a laborer 
from whom protection had taken his manhood. 
He had worked in a protected factory in the East, 
and had naturally come to the conelusion that he 
might better be a mendicant of leisure than an 
overworked and underpaid mendicant in a pro- 
tected factory. So he left the protected factory 
and became a tramp. American industry needed 
no protection. It would take care of itself. Bus 
there was one thing thatdid need protection, and 
that was the manhood of American laborers. 

Two courses were open to his hearers, the lec- 
turer continued. They were atthe fork of two 
roads. They sould take one road and help the 
Amerioan Iron and Steel Association prolong the 
life of protection, or they could take the other 
road ‘and help the free traders do away 
with the miserabie thing. The taib of the 
dog must be.cut off. It was only a ques- 
tion whether it should be cut off at once 
oraninch atatime. The Iowa school of political 
economy held that the tail should be cut off at 
once, and cut mighty short, too. They believed in 
putting the poor dog out of its misery et once. It 
would be a good thing, Mr. Philpott continted, if 
the angel of protection could take a stick and 
mark with indelible ink every house that 
haa been built up by protection. Some 
places would present a very queer appear- 
ance. It would be a better thing if every 
place where a house ought to have been, and 
would have been built but for protection, could 
be marked, so that the members of the Tariff Com- 
mission could see it. The speaker was opposed to 
the Tariff Commission because it would be a fall- 
ure. The failure of the commission would lie 
the fact that it would find the factories which pro- 
tection had built, but it would not discover the 
places where factories ought to have been built 
and had not been because of protection. Protec- 
tion, the lecturer added, was not proteetion—it 
was simply barefaced oppression, 

At the close of Mr. Philpott’s address, Mr. Beecher 
called for a vote of thanks from the audience, and 
it was heartily given.

“It is a stormy 
day when I haven’t a couple of dollars in my 
pocket.” He digressed somewhat, and when the 
President, William McCarthy, suggested that he 
should come to the point and coneilude as soon as 
possible, he remarked rather flippantly, ‘‘I’m going 
to finish when Ij get through.” 

John Ready, from the same shop, took the floor 
and said: “Every word this man says is false. He 
gets up here with his hifalutin language and, 
talking like as though he had a hot potato in his 
mouth, tells what aint so.” 

Amotion by Thomas Long that Redding and 
Muldowney should be expelled from the society 
brought forth the statemént from Redding that he 
was not a member. “Then get out,” shouted 
Saaty. but Redding was immovabie. 

Michael Hall and five other men reported that 
the painters in Cunuingham, Sons & Co.’s shop 
woula strike on Saturday ht unless they re- 
ceived a satisfactory advance.

SUIT AGAINST A RAILROAD. 
4 BONDHOLDER OF THE ST. LOUIS AND 
IRON MOUNTAIN WANTS INTEREST. 

A suit was begun a few days ago, in the Su- 
preme Court in this City, by Charles H. Sanford 
against the St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern 
Railroad Company to compel an accounting of 
the earnings and expenditures of that corporation 
fluring the past two years. A certain amount of 
income bonds was issued by the company in Jan- 
aary, 1879, upon which 7 per cent. interest was to 
be paid annually out of the net earnings, after 
providing for certain other expenses. It was un- 


derstood, the complaint alleges, that when there 
was not enough income to pay this interest out of 
the net earnings of any one year, as much as pos- 
sible should be paid and: the balance carried over 
as an Obligation to be paid out of the earnings of 
future years. The income bonds were issued to 
take up past due coupons. The first year’s in- 
terest on these bonds became due March 
1, 1880, and was paid in full. Since then 
no payments of interest have been made. It is 
alleged by the plaintiff that as far ay can be ascer- 
tained the company has earned money properly 
Bpplicable forthe payment of interest on the in- 
come bonds, but bas applied the money to other 
purposes. If it should be found on the trial of the 
suit now pending that there are earnings of the 
sompany applicable to the payment of interest on 
these bonds legal measures will be taken to com- 
pel the officers of the company to pay as much of 
such interest as possible. An effort will also be 
made .to have the past due coupon bonds, for 
which the income bonds were issued—and which 
Were placed in the hands of Trustees under the 
agreement that if the interest on the bonds was 
uot paid the bondholders should be entitled to the 
coupons—surrendered to the bondholders. The 
amount Involved in the suit brought by Mr. San- 
ford is about $50,000, but the total amount of the 
income bonds now outstanding is understood to be 
in the neighborhood of $2,000,000. 

The Secretary of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
and Southern Railroad Company was found at the 
eompany’s office, No. 195 Broadway, yesterday 
atternoon. He admitted that no interest had been 
paid on the income bonds during the past two years, 
and gaveasa reason therefor that the company 
spent $1,100,000 in 1880 and about the same amount 
In 1881 making necessary repairs and improve- 
ments. In orderto put the road in condition to 
take care of the increasing business it had been 
found absolutely necessary to relay the entire 700 
miles of roadway with steel rails, reballast the road, 
build new bridges, and add to the rolling stock. 
Beyond the foregoing statements the officers of 
the company were not inclined to say anything 
about the suit. Jay Gould is the President of the 
company.

A BIG WHALE. 
tC BE EXHIBITED TO THE PUBLIC NEAR 
FULTON FERRY TO-DAY. 

Another whale has been brought to the City 
and is on exhibition at the foot of Stanton-street. 
’** She’s what you call a right whale,” said the vet- 
eran Capt. Edwards, of the steamer Fanny 
Sprague, that had captured the leviathan, to a 
Tres reporter, “and is aslarge a fish as can be 
seen anywhere on the coast. How long is she? 


Well, I should say about 70 feet, and nearly 40 feet 
{n eircumference. She'll give about 70 barrels of 
oil.” The whale was lying on a board fioor under 
alarge canvas tent, and about a score of persons 
were examiningit. It was fat enough for its size, 
and through the gashes that had been 
made in the whale’s sides a rieh, fine blubber 
could be seen. *‘ You want to know where and 
how we caught this whale?” asked the Captain. 
We saw it or another like it last Winter off the 
Long Isiand coast, and ever since we've been on 
the lookout for one. On Wednesday morning, 
while we were sailing along the coast somewhere 
between Amagansett and East Hampton, we saw 
this whale spouting away. The boats were low- 
ered and away we went in pursuit. As we came 
alongside, Fee, the mate, who was inthe bow of one 
of the boats, ready with harpoon in hand, hurled 
tt deep just below where the shoulder blade 
would be. This astonished the whale and 
it dived at once, splashing the water all 
around and staving in the side of the 
boat with one of its flukes. The water was shal- 
low, however, and the fish soon came up again 
to spout, and then started to run up the coast at 
the rate of 60 miles an hour. This was about 
10 o’clock in the morning. 
other harpoon into the fisn, and the boat was 
being towed almost alongside, near the tail. Were 
we not afraid that the whale might smash the 
boat? No, for whales never fight when they're 
running. They just stop when they want to fight, 
and we were ready at any moment to cut the 
lines. After towing us some 50 miles, the whale 
began to grow tired, andthen we stabbed her 
several times with this lance. She soon died; 
we're going to take her down somewhere near 
the Fulton ferry to-morrow.”

It is still assumed at Washington that the 
President will shortly nominate a successor 
jo Secretary Kirkwoop, and it has been 
stated with some confidence that Senator 
TeiLER, of Colorado, had been selected 
for the place. But that choice seems to 
be contingent on the readiness of Gov. 
Prrgrix to appoint Mr. CHarrre to 
the seat which Senator TELLER would 
yacate—a condition precedent which is still 
m doubt. Mr. TELLER’s unwillingness to 
relinquish certain lucrative engagements as 
ittorney for the Union Pacific and other 
railroad companies is also quoted as 
an obstacle to his translation to the 
interior Department. It would seem 
as if the fact of his connection with these 
corporations should have some weight as an 
argument against his being offered the posi- 
tion at all. Mr. TELuER is probably very 
fairly equipped for the extremely varied 
responsibilities of Secretary of the Interior, 
gnd is doubtless incapable of being con- 
sciously swayed in his discharge of public 
duties by any professional connection with 
railroads. But, considering the very close 
relations which the Department of the In- 
terior has to sustain to the Pacific railroad 
corporations, it is, perhaps, desirable that 
fts head should be entirely free from any 
prepossessions in their favor which may 
nutlive his employment in their service. 


The debate in the Senate on the Life-sav- 
Ing Service bill yesterday was not edifying. 
As it passed the House the salaries of Su- 
perintendents were fixed intelligently in 
proportion to their labors and responsibilities. 
The Senate yesterday cut down a great 
many of them. An attempt was made to 
increase the pay of the surfmen to $60 a 
month or such other less sum as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury might decide upon. It 
was defeated, after opposition by Mr. Suzr- 
SAN, who was afraid that it would “‘ bring 
the service into politics,’”” Mr. SHzRMAN’sso- 
Jicitude on this point is ridiculous hypoc- 
risy. The whole of the increase asked 
for might be paid out of the money given 
to Special Agents and other Treasury 
officials in one year to attend to Mr. 
BuHERMAN’S campaign for the nomination 
to the Presidency. The course of Mr. 
Browx, of Georgia, was equally absurd. 
There:is every prospect that the Senate will 
refuse to do anything for the substantial 
improvement of a branch of the service 
which sorely needs improvement, and which 
% one of the most meritorious in the Union. 


People who read the diverting testimony 
of Mr. Jacos R. SurpHERpD will be certain 
jo ask themselves whether the deponent has 
pr has not a grudge against the persons 
whom he evidently seeks to drag into the 
jntrigues of the Peruvian Company. We 
take it for granted that there was nothing 
honest about the business in which Surp- 
HERD was engaged. With much circumlo- 
cution, he gives us to understand that Sena- 
tor Buarr, of New-Hampshire, was his 
‘attorney, or one of his attorneys, in the 
case. Yet he has never once uttered 
Mr. Buar’s name. He has fenced the 
nuestion of identity with much affectation 
pf mystery, just as though everybody did 
not know to whom he referred when he 
mentioned a ‘Senator of the United States’ 
jn his oblique manner. As to ex-Senator 
BovurweE and Collector RopgRTsoN, whose 
pames SHIPHERD introduced yesterday with- 
put much preliminary flourish, it is evident 
that SurpHeRp abandons them to whatever 
of obloquy they may be liable to after hav- 

_touched the business of the Peruvian 


ees 


Company. At present, SHIPHERD is a curi- 
osity. [tis difficult to determine whether 
he most desires to damage the reputation 
of Mr. Buatz, whom he does not name, (but 
whom we all know,) or Messrs. BouTwELL 
and RoBERTSON, who appear nakedly and 
somewhat unexpectedly in the midst of the 
Shipherd business. 


The passage of a rational Excise bill, 
which has been defeated of late years by 
the fanaticism of so-called temperance ad- 
vocates, is likely to be seriously delayed 
this year by the arrogant pretensions 
of liquor-dealers. This class, which 
has rather more than its fair represen- 
tation in the Legislature, appears to have 
got the idea that the discussion of an Excise 
law is a matter which concerns them alone, 
and that after a measure which satisfies 
them has been patched up the less 
it is discussed the better. This is a 
delusion which, if persisted in, will 
defeat the passage of any Excise law and 
leave a very strong public feeling in favor of 
a rigorous and uncompromising application 
of the statutory survival which now passes 
for the law affecting the sale of 
liquor. The public have a very de- 
cided interest in the proper regulation 
of the liquor traffic, otherwise there would 
be no sound reason for having special legis- 
lation on the subject ‘at all. Even in New- 
York and _ Brooklyn there is_ not 
& majority of people favorable to 
free trade in rum, and the bill now 
before the Assembly comes too near 
legalizing that state of things to meet the 
views ot the respectable portion of the in- 
habitants of either city. Between the views 
of respectable citizens and respectable dealers 
in liquor there need be little divergence, but 
the interests of the people must be consulted 
before the interests of the trade. 


The complaint against Mr. Porrrr, the 
owner of the Park-row fire-trap, was dis- 
missed by the Grand Jury yesterday. It must 
be presumed that this decision was in ac- 
cordauce with the law, or rather absence of 
law, governing such cases. If so, the law 
cannot be too promptly amended. A man 
who, in face of repeated warnings and in 
manifest disregard of the most obvious pre- 
cautions, maintains a building whose de- 
struction by fire is so rapid and means ot 
egress so inadequate as to cost six or seven 
human beings their lives, ought to be pun- 
ished, and since he apparently cannot be, it 
seems to follow that there is one manifest 
public wrong for which the law fails to pro- 
vide a remedy. It may be that any law 
providing for the safety of buildings 
will be powerless in the hands 
of Inspectors who do not _ inspect, 
but their lack of vigilance ought to be fol- 
lowed by indictment wherever such a state 
of things is proven as was found to exist in 
the Potter Building. The public cannot af- 
ford to be left at the mercy of both greedy 
property-owners and careless or corrupt 
public officers, and the Grand Jury who 
have ‘‘exonerated’’ Mr. Porrer might fitly 
present their views about the state of the law 
which rendered such a decision possible. 





TAXES TO BE TAKEN OFF. 

The country is to be congratulated that 
there is a fair prospect of a definite and ra- 
tional reduction of taxation during the pres- 
ent session of Congress. The amount pro- 
posed is, it is true, not very large, but it in- 
cludes all the reduction that could safely be 
made in the internal revenue list. Much 
more might be done in the tariff, and on 
the same principle that has guided the 
Ways and Means Committee in its action on 
the internal revenue, as may be easily 
shown. The reductions in internal reve- 
nue, as finally agreed upon by the commit- 
tee, and as they will probably be accepted 
by Congress, embrace the following taxes, 
and will produce, according to the estimate 
of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
the following changes in the yield:

The principle on which these reductions 
have been arranged is that they are war 
taxes, imposed for a special purpose no 
longer in existence, and that they are in a 
marked degree impediments to business and 
burdensome to the community. The tax on 
bank capital and deposits has been long re- 
garded as particularly inexcusable. It isa 
direct tax on a most important element 
in all business transactions, and if 
the ‘class who have paid it had 
been animated by one tithe of the aggressive 
feeling that demagogues so freely attribute 
to them, the tax would have been taken off 
years ago. It is, indeed, a curious com- 
mentary on the alleged greed and tyranny 
of capital that the associated bankers of the 
Union, representing a capital of some 
600,000,000, and deposits of nearly twice 
that amount, have been trying for a number 
of years to get abolished a tax of less than 
ten millions a year, and have wholly failed. 
The tax on bank checks in the form of 
stamps is not a matter of great consequence, 
either as to the amount paid or the distribu- 
tion of the burden, but it is a considerable 
annoyance, and it is objectionable because, 
though small, it weighs more heavily, in 
proportion to the amount of busi- 
ness done, upon small dealers than 
upon large. It is one of the devices 
for raising revenue to which, like 
the stamp tax on all receipts for money and 
on all notes of hand and other papers, the 
country submitted without murmuring dur- 
ing the war and so long as they were re- 
garded as necessary. The others have long 
since been dropped, as this one should have 
been. Its abolition now is a tardy recog- 
nition of a duty which Congress should 
have performed’ at least four years since. 
The tax on matches has been maintained 
chiefly because no one class of considerable 
influence has exerted itself to get it removed. 
It is defended on the ground that it does not 
fall heavily upon any one person or group 
of persons, which is true. But it is, never- 
theless, thoroughly indefensible for a rich 
and powerful Government to make an ex- 
action which it does not meed, and which is 
onerous in its nature, though but small 
in any individual case. A despotic 
Government seeking ways to bleed 
its subjects with the least danger 
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of exciting resistance might impose such a 
tax logically and with reason, but it is the 
duty of the representatives of a free people 
to save those they represent from all un- 
necessary interference with the needs and 
comforts of daily life, and the match tax is 
certainly a constant interfergnce of this char- 
acter. As for the argument of the attorney 
of the Diamond Match Company, which 
now controls the match trade of the United 
States, that the removal of the tax would 
open our markets to cheap foreign matches, 
it isan argument for, and not against, the 
abolition of the tax. It is pushing the ar- 
gument for ‘protection’? a little further 
than common sense can bear to ask the in- 
tervention of the Government to maintain 
an avowed monopoly, which the Govern- 
ment has already built up. We are heavily 
taxed indirectly to maintain the profits of 
capitalists upon clothing, shelter, tools, and 
transportation, but at least the Government 
is only doing its duty in taking off its hand 
from the petty but universal necessity, 
matches. A like argument may be made in 
regard to the tax on so-called ‘ proprietary”’ 
medicines other than alcoholic. It is a tax, 
moreover, which interferes very considera- 
bly with our foreign as well as domestic 
trade. 

We have said that the same principle that 
has been adopted with reference to these in- 
ternal revenue taxes might be applied, and to 
a vastly larger extent, to the tariff. If the 
list of Customs duties were carefully revised 
to exclude those which weré originally im- 
posed to compensate manufacturers against 
internal taxation no longer in exist- 
ence, it would be found that its di- 
mensions would be very seriously cur- 
tailed. Many of its most objectionable 
features would be removed and ‘others 
would be rendered comparatively tolerable. 
If in addition to this revision the tariff were 
purged of those taxes which interfere di- 
rectly and unavoidably with the business of 
the country both at home and abroad, it 
would become a reasonable and acceptable 
revenue measure. Wecommend this sug- 
gestion to those who, like Senator Hawxry, 
profess to be ignorant of what the revenue 
reformers really want. 


HESITATING COMMITTEES. 


The agents of the Central Railroad and 
the men who are favored with special rates 
along its line have had the ear of the Rail- 
road Committees of the Legislature lately, 
and appear to have produced a paralyzing 
effect upon their zeal. Apathy seems to 
have stolen over them, and they have grown 
lukewarm in regard to the bill for estab- 
lishing a Railroad Commission. The merits 
of this measure are perfectly well under- 
stood. It has been before the public 
for two years. The arguments in its favor 
have become very familiar, and all 
that can be said against it has 
been said over and over again. Opposition 
has proceeded wholly from the railroads 
and from that small portion of their cus- 
tomers in the western and central part of 
the State who enjoy the benefit of special 
rates. This opposition is no new thing. It 
was rallied in full force two years ago, and 
succeeded in defeating the Anti-Discrimina- 
tion bill in the Senate and preventing action 
on the commission bill. Last year it came 
to the front again, and the anti-discrimina- 
tion measure having been abandoned, 
it concentrated its hostility upon the 
commission bill. The same _ Senate 
that had shown more anxiety to 
serve the railroads than to serve the people 
in 1880 accomplished the chief purpose of 
its existence by defeating the Duguid Dill. 
It was with a full knowledge of these facts 
and of all the merits of the controversy that 
both parties last Fall declared explicitly in 
favor of establishing a commission. It was 
with a view to the accomplishment of this 
purpose that many of the old members of the 
Legislature who might otherwise have been 
re-elected were left at home and new men 
sent in their places, The commission ques- 
tion was a distinct issue in our politics last 
year, if that can be called an issue in regard 
to which both parties are ranged on the 
same side. So far as the people were con- 
cerned there was no opposition, and even 
the politicians all professed to be in favor of 
the legislation demanded. 


When the Legislature met there was every 
reason to expect prompt action. Twice the 
Governor had put himself on record in favor 
of the commission. Both political parties 
had pledged themselves to establish it. It 
was believed that the people had elected 
most of the Senators and Assemblymen, and 
that few if any of them were the creatures 
of therailroads. ‘Tammany, in striving for a 
new basis of popular support, appeared in 
the rdle of special champion of the rights of 
the people against the great ‘‘monopolies.”’ 
Men like Senator JAcoss, who had been sus- 
pected of a willingness to gratify the rail- 
roads by preventing action, professed an 
eager desire to bring the question up early 
and settle it in accordance with the clearly 
expressed desire of the people. There 
seemed to be nothing in the way 
of the promised action. The bill was 
ready’ to hand, having been prepared 
by the Hepburn committee in 1879 as 
one of the results of its prolonged and thor- 
ough investigation, the monument of which 
is still extant in three great volumes of testi- 
mony, discussion, and recommendations. It 
had been debated in 1880 and again in 1881, 
and was known to be satisfactory to those 
who desired the establishment of a commis- 
sion. It was brought forward by Mr. BakER 
and with others referred to the Railroad 
Committees. It was reported with certain 
amendments and sent back to be printed in 
its new form. It is a liberal measure, differ- 
ing little from the Massachusetts law, and 
virtually providing only for supervision, 
investigation, publicity, and future recom- 
mendations. There was every reason for 
expecting a prompt report of the amended 
bill and expeditious action by both houses. 

At this critical point the committees al- 
lowed their ears to be assailed once more 
with the oft-repeated objections of the spe- 
cial rates men of Syracuse and Utica. The 
New- York Central Road, forsome inscrutable 
reason, keeps up its obstinate opposition, and 
is suspected of reaching the committees 
with the influences which have proved 
so potent in times past. The familiar 
tactics intended to produce division and 
delay by introducing new subjects of 
controversy are renewed. The friends of 
the commission bill will do’ wall to be on 
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the alert. The symptoms which have been 


the precursor of a lingering death for pre- 
vious railroad bills are showing themselves. 
It has become a proverb in the neigh- 
boring State of New-Jersey that what 
the Pennsylvania Railroad demands of its 
Legislature cannot be denied. Is it to be 
admitted that the great Commonwealth of 
New-York can get nothing through its Le- 
gislature to which the Central Road objects ? 
Are there influences more potent in its 
lobbies and committee-rooms than the de- 
mands of the people and the pledges of both 
political parties? Can the virtuous profes- 
sions of the opening of the session be 
silenced and brought to naught when the time 
for action comes? The members of the Senate 
and Assembly and their committees should 
realize the fact that their action in this mat- 
ter is closely watched. They cannot escape 
their responsibility to the people, and if they 
would keep free from suspicion of bad 
faith they must act with promptness. Fur- 
ther delay or dallying with this subject 
will be regarded as trifling with public 
confidence and a betrayal of reiterated 
pledges. 


IRISH-AMERICAN ‘‘ SUSPECTS.” 

Our professional Irishmen. and some of 
the injudicious abettors of their schemes are 
making desperate efforts to enlist the Gov- 
ernment of the United States among the 
agencies by which they seek to stay and de- 
stroy the power of the brutal Saxon op- 
pressor. The powder-can, the dynamite 
cartridge, the smooth-bore musket, and 
other kindred arguments have been 
freely employed, but in vain. The 
oppressor continues to oppress. Now, any- 
body who has studied Irish prints knows 
that the allegorical person called Uncle. Sam 
is never so happy as when he has the British 
lion by the tail. Te has been known to 
‘*sling’’ the animal across two continents; 
in fact, he takes his exercise in that way. 
He is therefore being appealed to by 
the Irish party to seize the bilious 
beast again and shake him until certain 
American citizens said to be confined in 
noisome dungeons in Ireland are set at lib- 
erty. The Land League is just now in sore 
need of men, All its ablest agitators have 
been imprisoned under the provisions of the 
Coercion act, and the downtrodden tenants 
are forgetting their lesson, as is shown by 
the alarming decrease in the number of 
agrarian crimes. If some of these American 
citizens could be freed and sent around to 
incite the peasantry to further murders, mu- 
tilations, house-burnings, and other patriotic 
acts, the cause of Irish freedom would thrive 
again. 

The ground on which the appeal to the 
Government is put is somewhat different 
from this, however. The United States, the 
professional Irishmen exclaim, must pro- 
tect its citizens in foreign countries from 
arbitrary arrest and imprisonment with- 
out cause. Our national honor ig in- 
volved, justice cries out against our 
inaction, and not to demand a speedy trial 
or instant release for these unfortunate but 
innocent gentlemen would place us in the 
unusual position of groveling at the feet of 
the British lion. A public meeting is to be 
held in this City to urge the Government to 
interfere in behalf of the American ‘‘sus- 
pects.”” It is pointed out that by the 
law of July, 1868, the President is 
required, whenever it shall be made 
known to him ‘‘that any citizen of the 
United States has been unjustly deprived of 
his liberty by or under the authority of any 
foreign Government,’ to forthwith ‘ de- 
mand of that Government the reasons of 
such imprisonment; and if it appears to be 
wrongful and in violation of the rights of 
American citizenship, the President shall 
forthwith demand the release of such citi- 
zen,’’ &c. Because the release of WALsR, 
Hart, O’Conwor, McSweenry, McEnrry, 
and other alleged American citizens now in 
Trish jails has not been demanded under 
this statute, the Government is charged with 
timidity, tardiness, and other vices, while 
Minister Lowk1.u’s behavior is denounced 
as ‘‘shameful.’’ Minister Lows Lu inquired 
of Lord GRANVILLE what the charges were 
under which these men were confined, and 
was told that the warrants of arrest set forth 
the charges. Her Majesty’s Foreign Secre- 
tary might have been a little more expiicit, 
but his reply was purely formal, just as 
Minister Lowe.u’s inquiry was purely for- 
mal, Ithas not yet been made known to 
any Officer of this Government that any citi- 
zen of the United States has been unjustly 
deprived of his liberty in Ireland. There 
was no occasion for any meddling on our 
part. Minister LoweLL expressed the 
sentiments of every sensible Ameri- 
can when he stated his views of 
the case of the American ‘suspects’ 
in the following terms: ‘‘ The Coercion act 
is contrary to the spirit and foundation of 
both English and American jurisprudence, 
but it is the law of the land, and controls 
all persons domiciled in the proclaimed dis- 
tricts of Ireland, whether British subjects 
or not. Itis manifestly futile to claim that 
naturalized citizens of the United States 
should be exempt from the operation of the 
act.’’ 

The active members of the Irish profes- 
sion are, of course, incapable of perceiving 
the force of these remarks of Minister Low- 
ELL. The nature of their occupation 
obliges them to look upon the murder of a 
landlord as a lawyer looks upon the gaining 
of acause. The lawyer would protest most 
vigorously against being imprisoned for 
making his plea, and the ‘‘suspects’’ take 
the same view of the action of the British 
Government in restraining them of their 
liberties for no other offense than 


seeking to persuade Irish tenants not 
to pay their rents, not to obey the laws, 


not to abstain from acts of sedition, treason, 
and murder. But to the calmer minds of 
such Americans as are not engaged in the 
business of Irish agitation it has not yet 
been made to appear that McSwaeney and 
the rest have been unjustly imprisoned. 
Granting that they are American citizens, 
and entitled to all the privileges and immu- 
nities which that implies, those who so bit- 
terly denounce Mr. Lowext have yet to 
prove that they have not forfeited all those 
privileges and immunities by unlawful and 
seditious acts. This they cannot do; they 
do not try to do it. 

The plain truth is that these men have 
suffered no wrong, unless it is a wrong to 
deprive the felon of the liberty he abuses. 


They haye heen gnilty of no vague political 
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offense, but of the most open and dangerous 


violation of the penal laws of Great Britain. 
They took prominent and effective part in 
an organized conspiracy to overthrow the 
power of the Crown in Ireland. They went 
about making inflammatory public ha- 
rangues and private appeals with the avowed 
object of promoting a breach of the peace. 
The violent passions they stirred up vented 
themselves in wayside assassination, in 
killing women, in maiming dumb cattle, in 
firing houses’ and barns, in treating both 
just and unjust landlords and their agents 
like outcasts, and in the destruction of 
crops, tools, and other property. They 
laid themselves liable to arrest and prosecu- 
tion under the penal laws, and in case of 
such arrest and prosecution there would not 
have been a shadow of reason for the inter- 
ference of this Go®ernment. But the Brit- 
ish Ministry considered the condition of 
Ireland so desperate as to require some 
quieting process of speedier and surer 
action than the common criminal laws. 
They procured the passage of the Coercion 
act, under. which these men could be arrest- 
ed and imprisoned without the usual form 
of examination, commitment, speedy trial, 
and liability to delivery by. habeas corpus. 
But there is nothing in the arrest of an 
American citizen under this act to invoke 
our protest and interference, any more than 
in cases of arrest under the ordinary law. 
Whether an American citizen in Ireland 
kills a man with his own hands or 
persuades another to do the killing, he 
deserves whatever punishment the law of 
the land may prescribe, and it is not for us 
to complain of the manner of his arrest. It 
may be arbitrary, but so long as it is made 
by public law and not by a secret order, it 
is to be presumed that the prisoner knew 
what risks he wasrunning. McSweenry 
and his fellow-‘‘ suspects’’ had the option of 
being peaceable American citizens sojourn- 
ing in Ireland or law-breaking agitators. 
They chose to be the latter, and they 
were very properly put where they would 
do no harm. And an overwhelming major- 
ity of the American people share the belief 
of the British Ministry that the best place 
for a man, of whatever nationality, who 
goes about inciting people to murder their 
neighbors and disobey the laws is a fur- 
nished apartment in some comfortable jail. 


A NOBLE WORK. 


It has long been the custom of children of 
pious—and possibly theatrical—instincts to 
give a juvenile variety of Christian burial to 
their dead pets. In the latter category dolls 
are not included, for the doll never dies, 
It may be, and in course of time invariably 
is, maimed. It loses its legs and arms, 
bursts bran-vessels, and their yellow flood 
ebbs away until the doll is reduced to a limp 
body of useless rag, or its wax head and 
shoulders are melted by accidental proximi- 
ty to the fire, and the doll, as a doll, ceases 
to exist. When its career is ended there is 
not enough of it left to be buried, and no 
girl, however deep may have been her ma- 
ternal affection for the doll of her hypothet- 
ical bosom, regards a mass of melted wax or 
a lot of shapeless rags as having ever had 
any real relation to her loved and vanished 
doll. 

But with dead cats, dogs, and birds the 
case is very different. These are living be- 
ings, and when the life has gone out of them 
there is no difficulty in recognizing their 
bodies as the relics of the dear departed 
ones. To the childish imagination it seems 
heartless to cast the dead body of the canary 
to the cats of the field or to expose the 
corpse of the lamented pug to the unfeeling 
cart-wheels of the highway. Hence the sol- 
emn burial of dead pets is a frequent inci- 
dent. There is a devout joy in marching in 
procession with the body of the mother-cat 
to her last resting-place under the apple 
tree and a combination of religion and 
amusement in singing a hymn at the grave 
and in committing the body to the 
earth which gives to many children 
a sweet, strange vision of a _ pos- 
sible church where the service should 
be almost as nice as play and the sermon as 
interesting asa story of bears and Indians. 
In the cities there is, alas, little, if any, room 
for the burial of pets. The back yard is 
either closely paved or the cook refuses to 
allow the little grass plot to be dug up for 
‘‘buryin’ them nasty animals.’’ It is, there- 
fore, with the purpose of meeting a great 
juvenile want that certain London philan- 
thropists have organized the ‘‘ Zoological 
Necropolis Company,”’ a society which pur- 
poses to provide a beautiful cemetery for 
the pet cats, dogs, and birds of the metrop- 
olis. 

It is a question whether, under Mr. Guap- 
STONE’S Burial act, cats and dogs cannot be 
interred in the parish churchyards as well as 
dissenters, and certainly where a dead pos- 
itivist can be buried with the ceremonies of 
his alleged Church, a really pious dog ought 
to be permitted to be laid at rest with the 
simple and beautiful burial service which 
children improvise for such occasions. 
Nevertheless, it is perhaps well to avoid any 
further agitation as to the churchyards, and 
the new cemetery to be provided by the 
Zoological Necropolis Company will doubt- 
less be all that the most devoted and heart- 
broken child could desire. 

The cemetery is to bein all respects an 
attractive and commodious city of the dead. 
Families of children greatly addicted to 
animals will be able to purchase plots of 
ground neatly inclosed with railings, in 
which they can bury a long succession of 
pet animals; while single graves, either in 
the cat, the dog, or the bird department can 
be had at a moderate price. Receiving 
vaults will be provided, in which bodies can 
be temporarily deposited, and by special ar- 
rangement the larger animals, such as goats, 
and even horses, can be buried in the cem- 
etery. It has not yet been announced 
whether the company will supply juvenile 
chaplains and surpliced juvenile choirs for 
funerals, but it will encourage the erection 
of beautiful monuments, and will provide 
wreaths of immortelles to be laid om the 
graves of beloved cats. : 

The company will not, however, confine 
its benevolent interests to the dead. It pro- 
poses to provide for the living by establish- 
ing a Home for Aged and Infirm Pets. In 
this Home widowed and friendless cats will 
be able to end their days in peace, and dogs 
who have become reduced to poverty and 
birds who have lost either their friends or 
their feathers will be comfortably cared for. 
Everything will be done to make the Home 


attractive to its inmates. For the cats there 


will be provided back fences where amateur 
concerts can be held and cellars where ex- 
ercise and recreation in connection with 
mice can be had. Dogs will be strictly pro- 
hibited from entering the apartments re- 
served for cats, but they will be allowed at 
certain hours of the day to worry tramps, 
provided for the purpose, and terriers will 
receive semi-weekly rations of live rats. The 
birds will find their pathway to the grave 
soothed with sugar and sprinkled with rape- 
seed, and care will be taken to reclaim pro- 
fane parrots and to teach them to substitute 
hymns for oaths. Inthe interests of morality 
the doors of the Home will be closed to all 
applications from tom-cats. The ineradi- 
cable tendency to noctural dissipation and 
the habitual profanity and pugnacity of the 
tom-cat are so well known that it will be 
seon that the’ introduction of two or three 
of these depraved beasts into a well-regu- 
lated Home for Aged and Infirm Pets would 
soon convert it into a moral pest-house. 

It is pleasant to think that amid the dis- 
tress and poverty which prevail among the 
inhabitants of London there are men so 
nobly unselfish as wholly to forget their own 
race and to lavish money in providing 
homes and cemeteries for animals. It is to 
be hoped that the line will not be drawn at 
pet animals, but that the large intelligence 
and charity of the Zoological Necropolis 
Company will include the vivacious flea and 
the erratic earwig among its future beneficia- 
ries. 


The Evening Post has three remarkably 
unanimous correspondents who declare, as if 
with one voice if not one head, that the Post’s 
article on “the Cyprus collection” was ‘“‘ admira- 
ble,” “capital,” and “exeellent.” Considering 
that the article in question was chiefly remarkable 
for its display of ignorance of the subject it pro- 
fessed to discuss, the adjectives employed by these 
three single gentlemen rolled into one have a 
slightly humorous aspect. So, also, has their 
complete unanimity about the expediency 
of. beginning and ending a new and 
honest investigation of Cesnora and his 
works with the “ Aphrodite and Eros” statue. 
This surely would be doing injustice to that most 
ingenious and versatile picker-up of unconsidered 
fragments of alleged antique art. The analysis of 
one “fraudulent piece of patchwork of unrelated 
parts” would convey no adequate idea to a dis- 
cerning public of the varied attainments of the 
excavator of the great temple of Golgoi, whose 
resurrection is no less wonderful than the subse- 
quent disappearanee of its alleged remains. ‘ The 
Aphrodite and Eros’’ is well enough for a begin- 
ning, but even at the risk of ‘“‘disgusting”’ the 
veracious “ O. K. P.”’ of the Post, it will never do to 
stop there. CrsNnoua’s services to art and archz- 
ology are too precious to be dismissed with the 
consideration of one paltry statue, even though 
its antecedents be as mysterious as those of the 
{mage of Our Lady of Loretto. 
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The efforts which have been made during 
the last few days to establish an actors’ fund have 
been fully recorded in the news columns of Tue 
Times; and, in view of the pressing necessity tor 
such a fand, it seems hardly needful to commend 
the present project to the attention of actors and 
of the general public. It is worth pointing out, 
however, that actors are a peculiarly thriftless set 
of men ard women; few of them give serious 
thought to that vaguely ominous time known as 
the ‘‘rainy day.”’ It happens, therefore, that many 
of them who have enjoyed success die in poverty; 
and it is only by means of private subscriptions 
and friendly charity that money is found where- 
with to pay their burial expenses and other 
melancholy debts. In this country they must 
certainly be ciassed as the least self-helpful 
and practical of all professional or artistic 
workers. They are in large numbers here, 
and they have known better than any one 
else that a fund for their benefit was required, and 
would have been a eourece of blessing to scores of 
unfortunate actors long ago; but they have been 
content to take their chanees aad to talk obscurely 
upon the matter. Over and over again, neverthe- 
less, they have tasked themselves willingly, cheer- 
fully, for the poor, for churches, for charities, and 
for all sorts of Christian projects, and by their 
efforts thousands of doliars have been raised— 
always for the well-being of others. It is charac- 
teristic of these generous people that the project 
which is now, apparently, to be carried out under 
the care of judicious men and with the cordial 
support of newspapers, is not in any way 
the enterprise of actors. It had its birth 
in journalism, and its directors are managers 
and others who have nothing to gain from it. 
These persons have certainly made clear to the 
actors the value and spirit of the project; the lat- 
ter will now do their part, and act in aid of it, and 
they would have been quite as amiableif thisspecu- 
lation had been for some outside good. It is fortu- 
nate that the fund, which seemed at first to be in 
doubtfully competent hands, has been placed in 
the guidance of those who understand the aetors 
and whose sympathy will inspire confidence and 
vigorous co-operation. As tothe public, its support 
is called for and ought to be given generously, for 
the stage has never refused a brotherly heart and 
hand to the public, The actors’ fund should un- 
doubtedly become in time as useful as the similar 
fund in England.

In no respect have trades-unions failed more 
completely than in dealing with the apprentice- 
ship question. The rules of many of the societies 
whieh have been a long time in existence provide 
explicitly and with much care for the admission of 
members from the rank of apprentices. A young 
man not yet recelving journeyman's wages and not 
a member of a union must file a petition with its 
officers when asking to be admitted to member- 
ship. Three members must vouch for him asa 
person of good character and as one who has 
served a full term of apprenti¢eship at his trade. 
In shops and factories under union control there 
must be only a certain proportion of apprentices 
to journeymen—generally about one to eight. 
These rules work well enough until a strike 
takes place. Then apprentices find out that 
there is for them a short cut to the 
standing of full hands. The employer 
owning the shop or factory at which the strike has 
occurred, being embarrassed for help and seeking 
it in every quarter, employs even those who can do' 
the work of but half a hand, and will do so until his 
troubles with the union areat an end. Appren- 
tices in the trade generally, being restricted by no 
contract with their employers, offer their services 
to him and are employed. Next they begin nego- 
tiations with the union. They will strike, too, if 
the union grants them full membership at once. 
The offieers of the union, who are making strenu- 
ous efforts to ‘carry the strike,” consent to their 
proposals. The apprentices quit the shop, become 
members of the union, and while on strike are 
pensioners on the bounty of their fellow-workmen. 
After the strike is over—in. most cases lost— 
old journeymen who served perhaps four or five 
years as apprentices are disgusted at finding them- 
selves working side by side with youngsters who 
have only worked at the trade as many months, 
and, moreover, they are obliged to assist in en- 
forcing the union seale of wages for the benefit of 
all alike. The union, which was to have “elevated 
the standard of efficiency,” has been the cause of 
woeful degeneracy in its own ranks and has swelled 
its list of members to an extent that has weakened 
it. The strike—the weapon with which the working 
men were to have destroyed the power of the 
tyrannical capitalist—has left the men disheartened 
and demoralized.

Mr. F. J. Furnrvatu, the English Shake- 
spearean critic who has now gone Browning-maa, 
supplies to a Boston literary journal a correct ac- 
count of the formation and purpose of the new 
Browning Soeiety in London. This society, says 
Mr. FURNIVALL, was started by himself and Miss 
Hickey, alady who was induced to study Shake- 
speare seriously a few years ago and who has since 
delivered herself, after the manner of the eloquent 
and prolific commentators, of much conscientious 
speculation about the poet and his work. Their 
reason for starting the society waa ‘’ that the man- 


liest, strongest, deepest, and thoughtfullest poet ot 
our time has had nothing like due study and honor 
given him;” a statement which, appropriately 
enough, tends to show that Browning, to be 
wholly appreciated, must be laboriously studied 
—especially by asociety. Mr. Funxivai’s plang 
were put in practice last July. Several 
Vice-Presidents were chosen, among them 
ALFRED Domert, Sir FREDERIO Letanton, and Miss 
Anna Swanwick. The Governing Committee in- 
cluded Prof. Corson, of our own Cornell Univer 
sity; Mr. Kinkwan, of Hempstead; Mr, Nerrux 
snip, the painter; Mrs. SorHERLAND ORR, to whom 
Browntnc had dedicated some of his books; the 
Rey. A. Lytrieron, one of the noted Browning re- 
viewers; Mr. James Tuompson, an English poet of 
respectable standing; Miss Lrwrs, the novelist, 
and a half-dozen Professors and college men. 
Iu spite of indifference ang opposition 
seventy-one members had been secured be 
fore the first meeting, and over one hun 
dred at the ciose of last year. The society 
was then afloat, thanks to indefatigable Mr. Fur- 
N{VALL, who went to work immediately upon hig 
“ Browning Bibliography.” and finished that exhfl- 
arating labor of love. The “inaugural meeting” 
of the society was highly successful. Over 200 
persons were present, and Mr. Moncure D. Con- 
way added interest to the occasion by giving 
his recollections of the Browning readings at Har- 
vard some thirty years ago. The meetings that 
followed were thrown open to the public, and 
Mr. Forniva.. states with satisfaction that this 
popular plan has paid. Among those who have 
addressed the meetings are Mr. BarNnetr Sauirx, 
the Rev. Jonn SHarrz, Canon FARRAR, Miss Lewis, 
and Mr. James Tuompson. The latter has called 
Browntne “the greatest poet of our time, and one 
fit to stand, in many points, by the greatest of all 
time.” Among the projects now in hand by the 
society are a Browning primer. a series of illustra- 
tions of Brown1Ne’s poems, and other praiseworthy 
undertakings meant to encourage and elucidate 
Rosert Brownie, who, whatever may be said 
against him, has certainly managed to inspire a Fur. 
NIVALL and a society. Mr. Furnrvatt thinks, by 
the way, that our country—humorously deseribed 
as “Uncle Sam”—should furnish the money for hig 
enterprise.

DISCUSSING IMPORTANT MEAS. 
URES IN THE ASSEMBLY. 

OBJECTIONS TO THE PROPOSED EXCISE BILL 
— ITEMS IN THE SUPPLY BILL—LICENS- 
ING PAWNBROKERS, STRIKING AT THR 
GAS COMPANIES, AND REGULATING 1LO- 
CAL FREIGHT RATES. 

ALBANY, March 22.—The Excise bill, which 
isthe result of the joint labors of the members 
from New-York. and Brooklyn, came up for con- 
sideration to-day, and after a brief discussion was 
laid aside. There is a disposition on the part of 
some of the members of this committee to push the 
bill through as rapidly as possible, and to choke off 
debate upon the measure. It appears to be their 
Idea that the public outside of the liquor-dispens- 
Ing fraternity have no interest in it, certainly not 
to the extent of adversely criticising it. Tbe ar- 
Kument made by one of the New-York 


members in the committee is an_ iilus- 
tration of this, “This,” he said, “is a 
measure that affects liquor-dealers only, and by 
,ood rights it should be referred to the half-dozen 
iquor-dealers of this committee for consideration 
and perfection.” The gentleman was absurd 
enough to make a motion to that effect, although, 
of course, nothing came of it. There are points in 
the bill which have incurred the hostility of some 
pf the more reputable members from New-York, 
pnd they have not been slow to criticise them. 
Both Mr. Sprague and Mr. Roosevelt are among this 
pumber, and to-day advocated an amendment bear- 
ing upon the respectability of vhe 10 citizens upon 
whose certificate, as the bill provides, the applicant 
for a license largely bases his claim to a favorable 
answer from the Excise Board. As the bill stands 
it is criticised by some of the country members as 
a hybrid production intended to meet the ap- 
proval only of the gin-sellers of the community. 

The Sapply bill was reported by the Ways and 
Means Committee to-day, and was made the spe- 
cial order of business for Friday morning next. 
The total amount is $316,779 01. Among its items 
are the following: 

For clergymen officiating as Chaplains of the 4s- 
poms, at the rate of $3 a day, $300; for replen- 
shing the lakes and streams of the State with fish, 
815,000; for the State Entomologist, $500, and for his 
balary, $500; for the Adjutant-General for ex- 
peuses incurred in prosecuting war claims 
zf the State against the United States, $5,000; 
— cleaning, retouching, and restoring the fuil- 
ength portraits of Washington, George Clinton, and 
Lafayette, which are hung in the Governor’s Room, 
Bnd of other pictures belonging to the State, $750; for 
the Controller, for expenses of the State Commission- 
ers for the reception of the national guests 
pn the occasion of the Yorktown Centennial, 
£4.500; for the Binghamton Insane Asylum, for 
the purchase of additional lands, repairs, &c., 845,000; 
for the dissemination of dairy knowledge and science, 
€1,000; for paying the expenses of counsel employed 
by the special committee of the Assembly of 1881 to 
Investigate the charges of bribery and corruption in 
ponnection with the election of United States Sena- 
tor, $3,000; for the Society for the Reformation of Ju- 
veniie Delinquents on Randali’s Island, for repairs, 
&c., 210,732 13; for the Seamen’s Retreat, $15,500. 

The bill of Gen. Sharpe, appropriating $500,000 
for the common school fund from the surplus reve- 
pue of the general fund, was reported favorably by 
the Ways and Means Committee, and cadaned to 
jts third reading. Gen. Sharpe explained that the 
reduction in the rate of interest on the securities 
pet apart for this fund made it insufficient to meet 
the amount of revenue required for school pur- 
poses. To avoid the levying of a tax, it was deemed 
advisable to appropriate a sufficient amount to be 
taken from the general fuod. This action is ad- 
yised by the Controller in his annual report. 

Under one pretext and another, the McManus 
bill prohibiting speculating in theatre tickets has 
never been reported from the General Laws Com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Keyesis Chairman. It was 
reported that the speculators had raised money to 
defeat it. They sent up ex-Senator Robert Strahan 
to oppose it. The committee was equally divided 
when a yote came to be taken upon the bill yester- 
day, and it was the understanding that another 
meeting should be held for its consideration 
mext week. Mr. Keyes, however, took time 
by the forelock this morning, and, without 
BDy meeting of his committee to consider the 
Eubject, offered to the house a_ substitute 
for the McManus bill. Mr. M. J. Costello 
objected to any such assumption of power and 
dissented from the report. The other members of 
the committee appear to sustain Mr. Keyes. The 
gubstitute prohibits the selling of tickets on the 
gpidewalks, in the streets, or in the theatre lobby, 
pave in the box-office. Violations of the act are 
made punishable the same as any other misde- 
meanor. Mr. McManus objects to this substitute, 
and declares that he will offer another containing 
the provisions of his original bill, making it a mis- 
demeanor to sell these tickets at a‘higher price 
than is charged for them at the box-office, 

Mr. Bogan, of New-York, submitted a bill re- 
quiring pawnbrokers doing business with a capital 
of $3,000 to pay $100 license and an additional $25 
for every $1,000 of capital above that sum; to give 
purety in the sum of $2,000 for the observance of 
the ordinances regulating pawnbroking; to keep a 
record of everything pawned in their places of 
business; to make reports of;the same before 10 A. 
M. daily to the Captaia of the Police precinct in 
which their offices are, any violation of this last 
provision to render the offender liable to a fine of 
§100. No greater rate of interest than 12 per 
sent. shall be charged under a penalty of $100. 
Written notices of the yearly sales of unclaimed 
goods shall be sent to the ownersof goods about 
to be thus disposed of, and notiee of the sale 
shall be printed for at least 10 days previous to the 
day of sale. No loan shall be made to any person 
under 18 years ofage. The bill isso sweeping that 
the pawnbrokers may be expected en masse in 
Albany next week. 

A bill presented by Mr. Sprague, of New-York, 
is intended to revolutionize the Dock Department 
of that City. It legislates the present Commission- 
ers out of office, gives them a single successor after 
the ist of January, 1883, who shall hold the office of 
Commissioner for six years. at a salary of $6,000 
per year. The funds of the department are to be 
supplied through the regular channel—the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment. Docks are to be 
leased at public auction to the highest bidder for 
periods of 10 years, and leases may be renewed for 
the same length of time. Certain docks are to be 
pet apart for lease to persons and companies en- 
gaged in foreign commerce, and certain others are 
to be devoted to the uses of the coasting trade. 

A bill by Mr. Cullen, of New-York, compels gas 
companies to furnish a 16-candie light through 
burners consuming 5 cubic feet per hour at a 
price not to exceed $2 per 1,000 feet. The Mayor 
of New-York shall appoint and the Aldermen con- 
firm a Meter Inspector, whose duty it shall be to 
test and examine without previous notice to 
manufacturers all gas furnished to con- 
jumers. The Inspector may appoint as 
many deputies or assistants as he may 
need, who are to be confirmed by the Aldermen. 
The salaries of all these officers are to be fixed by 
the Mayor and Aldermen. Examinations and tests 
of gas are to be made at least once a week, and 
upon the complaint of any two consumers, Vio- 
Jations are made punishable by a fine of not 
more than $500 nor less than $250 for 
each offense. The Inspector may further 
prey upon the gas companies by requiring 
them to report to him the amount of their capitai 
stock, or any other iaformation relative to their 
business that he may desire. The expenses of this 
Inspection department shall be borne by the com- 
mete in proportion to the ameunt of their capital 
nvested, and the amounts shall be paid to the In- 
ppector, who shall render quarterly reports to the 
Controller. Bonds to the amount of $10,000 shall 
be required of the Inspector for the faithful per- 
formance of hisduty. 

Major Haggerty, of New-York, offered a bill to 
secure pro rata charges for local freight carried by 
railroads in this State. It requires that “ charges 
for freight not through freight shall be at pro rata 
rates on its through freight rates, with a charge 
not exceeding 20 cents per ton for loading and un- 
loading local freights; in all cases in quantities not 
less than acar-load, and in less amounts at such 
uniform ratesas the railroad company may estab- 
lish, not exceeding 10 per cent. over car-)joad rates.”’

THE SENATE’S DELIBERATIONS. 
A SCHEME TO INVESTIGATE ‘‘ CORNERS’’— 
DOCK DEPARTMENT MEASURES. 


ALBANY, March 22,—The Senate spent half 
the session discussing the bill requiring 24 hours’ 
notice to be given to the authorities of a city, 
town, or village of a defect in the streets, road- 
ways, or sidewalks in order to enable a person to 
recover damages for an accident resulting from 
such defect. Much difference of opinion with re- 
gard to the necessity or propriety of such a bill 
prevailed among the lawyers of the Senate, of 
whom there are an unusually large number, 
and after a long debate the bill was pro- 
gressed without action for more discussion here- 
after. Senator Boyd has concocted a scheme 
for another investigation by a special committee, 
of which he, of course, expects to be Chairman, 
and which is to be furnished with employment.all 
next Summer and report to the Legislature of 
1883. The object of the investigation in this case, 


ns set forthin the preambleto Mr. Boyd’s resolu- 
tion, isto ascertain by what methods “corners” 
in grain and other articles are brought about, and 
to devise, if possible, a remedy therefor. He said 
ach an investigation was desired by several prom- 
nent merchants in New-York, who complained 
that these “corners” seriously affected the price 
of grain and deranged busiuess generally. As one 
of the consequences of these grain speculations, he 
said that grain was_cheaper in Liverpool to-day 
than it w:sin New-York.

One 
of the bills a the Dock Commission to 
build at least feet of the stone bulkhead by 
conirect, provided it can be done for two-thirds 
of \kesum herewfore paid Another bill forbids 
the Dock Commission to lease any wharves, 
piers, or bulkheads on the East River front to for- 
elgn steam-ship companies, and requires the oom- 
mission to set apart and designate a certain num- 
ber of piers, equal to one-fifth of the whole num- 
ber, on the Hudson River side of the City for gen- 
eral commerce. It prevents the leasing or ro-leas- 
ing of any more piers to private companies until 
general commerce is provided with its quota. An- 
other bill forbids lessees or agents of piers to de- 
mand or receive any fee for entrance to their piers, 
or from keeping for sale any spirituous or malt 
liquors on ony of the piers. Violation of this law 
works a forfeit of all right to use the pier. It 
also abolishes the offloe of City Wharfinger, of 
which there are four, and requires the Dock 
Commission to divide the water-front into six dis- 
tricts, to have a “ Superintendent,"’ at a salary of 
$2,000. The four Wharfingers now holding office 
are to fillthe position of Superintendent and two 
new ones are tobe appointed. Another bill for- 
bids the storage of merchandise or freight on the 
wharves or piers longer than 24 hours, and requires 
the Dock Commission to designate certain store- 
houses where such merchandise as is not removed 
in the specified time can be transferred to and kept 
at the expense of the owner. Another bill prevents 
the obstruction of docks and slips by the perma- 
nent anchorage of scows, or by driving of piles, or 
by building sheds projecting over the bulkhead 
ne. 

Senator Daly’s bill to compel telegraph com- 
panies to lay their wires under ground in New-York 
and other cities was opposed before the Commit- 
tee on Cities this morning by Chauncey M. Depew 
and others representing the companies. A similar 
bill has been defeated two or three times, but Mr. 
af is determined to push it to a vote this vear, 
s0 that the public can see who is responsible for 
perpetuating the telegraph pole nuisance.

LEGISLATIVE INVESTIGATIONS. 
ATLANTIC MUTUAL RECEIVERSHIP—THE EL- 
MIRA REFORMATORY. 

ALBANY, March 22.—The Assembly special 
committee to investigate certain insurance Re- 
ceiverships met at 8 o’clock to-night in the As- 
sembly Library. Edward Newcomb, of Albany, 
testified that he was appointed Receiver of the At- 
lantic Mutual Insurance Company by Judge West- 
brook, on July 21, 1877. He had no knowledge of 
insurance affairs other than as a lawyer. The first 
intimation he had of being named as a Receiver 
was from Henry Smith, of Albany. He did not 
know of his appointment untilabout Aug. 1. He 
took charge of the affairs of the company on either 
Aug. 6or7%, He-did not bring his books and papers 
with him this evening, because the subpcna 


of the committee was so broad that he 
did not believe it meant all that it said. 
When he took charge there were in the employ of 
the company Messrs. Brown, Hayes, Brown, 
(second,) Warner, Smith, Radliffe, and McIntyre. 
In November, 1877, he discharged all except McIn- 
tyre and Smith. Subsequently he employed 
E. E. Milligan, of Kingston, as an_ in- 
surance expert, at $200 er month. In 
his employ now are Milligan, Smith. 
McIntyre and Willis. Smith and Willis receive $120 
each per month, and McIntyre $75. Proceedings 
to wind up the company were begun by Attorney- 
Genera! Farchild. He (Newcomb) was not related 
to Judge Westbrook; he was intimately acquainted 
with Judge Westbrook long before the latter be- 
came a Judge. Mr. Milligan was no relative of 
Judge Westbrook when he_ appointed him. 
Judge Westbrook’s son married Milligan’s daugh- 
ter in 1879. He gave a bond of $80,- 
000. He had no communication with either 
Judge Donohue or Judge Westbrook about his 
selection as Receiver. The number of polices in 
force when he took charge was between 8,000 and 
4,000. He first made a report on Dec, 31, 1877, 
and yearly since. Henry Smith, of Albany, 
is his counsel. Until lately fully three-quar- 
ters of his time has been occupied by 
the affairs of the company. He has declared 
three dividends of 40 per cent., 35 per cent., and 
204 per cent.; the latter was distributed 
among Canadian policy-holders in addition to the 
distribution of $98,000, which had been deposited 
by the company in the Canada Dominion Bank, 
making a total dividend of 75 per cent. to Ameri- 
ican policy-hoiders and of 74 per cent, among Can- 
adian policy-holders. Then the committee ad- 
journed to meet at Mr. Newcomb’s office here to- 
morrow evening. 

The sub-committee of the Assembly Committee 
on State Prisons, appointed to investigate alleged 
abuses in the Elmira Reformatory met this after- 
noon. Dr. Stephen O. Burton explained the condi- 
tion of the body of William Hughes,who committed 
suicide in the Reformatory in January. 1880, The 
body was naked in a box when he examined it, and 
was partly frozen. It had been immersed in some 
hot fluids which made the skin flexible. The 
skin was destroyed by the action of 
the heat, It was decided upon ex- 
amination that the body had been 
hanged and immersed in order to resuscitate life. 
The body presented a mottled appearance, spots 
extending 4 inches. The action of the hot fluid 
upon the body would have been sufficient in itself 
to kill a man. The reddened appearance would 
not nave been produced by hot water if the body 
had been put into it dead. James Hughes, of Al- 
bany, the father of the boy Hughes, presented sev- 
eral letters which he had received from Super- 
intendent Brockway, of the Reformatory. They 
were in answer to letters requesting information 
concerning the death of young Hughes. In the 
last eommunieation from the Superintendent he 
said: “I have no means of procuring for youa 
copy of the verdict you name. You are foolish 
to write me such letters. There is no ground for 
your nonsense on this subject." The committee 
adjourned to meet in Elmira on Thursday morning, 


THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 
THE MOTIVES OF MR. ARMSTRONG VIGOR- 
OUSLY ATTACKED. 

ALBANY, March 22.—Some doubt exists as 
to the motives of Assemblyman Armstrong, of 
Washington, in introducing his Railroad Com- 
mission bill, or, more strictly speaking, his 
amendment to Mr. Cc. 8S. Baker's bill 
from which it differs only in naming the 
three Commissioners. whereas Mr. Baker's bill, 
concedes to the Governor this right. Mr. Arm- 
strong maintains that he is in entire sympathy 
with the idea of a commission bill. This is denied 
by some of the Republican.members, who add 
that his action has the appearance of a 
desire to kill such a measure by throwing the 
whole seheme into the whirl of politics. They say 
that others are behind the measure who 
are unfriendly to the Governor, and that 
Mr. Armstrong must be in profound {ig- 
norance of the contents of Mr. Baker's 
bill, or he would never have named the three 


gentlemen for Commissioners who are designated 
in hisamendment. The Baker bill explicitly pro- 
vides that none of the Commissioners 
shall have any interest, however _—ire- 
mote, in railroads or railroad matters. 
Mr. William Dowd, the first of Mr. Armstrong’s 
selection, is said here to be coneerned in a railroad 
somewhere in the West, and although a most estim- 
able gentleman, and a man of large business expert- 
ence. he could not possibly serve. Horatio Seymour, 
Jr., the late Democratic State Engineer, is, it is 
well known no longer a resident of this State, and 
Mr. Armstrong himself admits that there would be 
little prospect of his serving, even if the 
bill became a law and he should become 
entitled to the office of Railroad Commissioner. 
Mr. Seymour has settled in Wisconsin, where he 
is under contract with an improvement com- 
pany to serve as its engineer for aterm of years. 
Although admitting his ignorance concerning 
the qualifications of these two gentlemen. Mr. 
Armstrong stoutly asserts that his third choice. 
Mr. John R. Putnam, of Saratoga Springs, has no 
railroad affiliation whatever. His want of famil- 
iarity with his own subject is considered proof that 
he is indebted to others for his scheme. 

In corroboration of the theory which some of 
his Republican associates entertvin, that Mr. 
Armstrong was actuated by spleen in present- 
ing the measure, is related that story of his 
disappointment in securing official pap earlier in 
the session. A vacancy was created in the In- 
surance are some time ago by the dismissal 
of one of the elerks for inattention to his 
duties. Senator MacArthur, between whom and 
Mr. Armstrong a close intimacy appears to exist, 
insisted that the vacancy belonged to hia district 
and should be filled therefrom. Mr. Armstrong, so 
the story goes, furnished the men and, with the 
fiery Trojan Senator, he came down to 
Albany to have his favorite appointed. Mean- 
while, the Insurance Departments had filled the 
vacancy, and the twain, on learning the fact, 
were sadly disappointed. The Senator now laughs 
at the matter, but Armstrong hastaken it sorely to 
heart, and so runs the story. The Commission bill 
scheme now becomes a measure intended 
to retaliate upon the Administration. Mr. 
Baker’s bill will be considered by the 
Assembly Railroad Committee to-morrow after- 
noon, and that gentleman hopes to get 
a report of some description to the House 
within a few days.

AMUSEMENTS. 


“T/AFRICAINE” AT THE ACADEMY. 

No more brilliant spectacle has ever been 
presented toa New-York audience than was wit- 
nessed at the Academy last night on the first per- 
formance of “L'Africaine,’’ and the house was 
crowded to the doors. Mr. Mapleson is entitled to 
the cordial recognition of the public for 
bringing out this grand opera in such 
superb style. The scenery was new and remark- 
ably beautiful, the costumes and appointments 
were, without exception, of the most costly and 
elegant description, and an immense namber of 
people were placed onthe stage. It could hardly 
be expected that for the first performance 
the opera would be given in a perfectly 
satisfactory way, the elaboration necessary in such 
a work being beyond the resources of any man- 
ager at any theatre; but it is only due to Mr. 
Mapleson to say that he gave the work with un- 
common attention to details and a general excel- 
lence deserving the warmest recognition. 

“L’Africaine” is almost unknown to a large 
number of the opera goers of the present day in 
New-York, and even those who have heard every 
opera that has been produced for more than a 
decade are not familiar with it. It is the last 
work of Meyerbeer, and while it possesses features 
of great merit, which give it high rank, there are 
undoubted weak points in its composition; 
violent contrasts from grand to trivial writ- 
ing that make it onthe whole perhaps some- 
what disappointing. Notwithstanding its defects 
it is picturesque, strongly dramatic, and of de- 
cided power, and in the hands of competent 
artists it can be made very effective. There 
is, however, a necessity for great artists in 
each of the principal rdles, and no weak spot 
can escape notice. While giving eredit for all 
that was good in last night’s performance 
and recognizing the general excellence of the rep- 
resentation, it must be said that the two fe- 
male réles, Selika and Ines, did not 
receive adequate, attention. Miss Hauk’s Selika 
lacked dramatic power and was vocally an unfor- 
tunate failure, Not once did she rise to 
the possibilities of the réle, the fact being 
that its requirements are clearly beyond 
her abilities, and the more she sang 
the more uninteresting she beeame. As to Mlle. 
Dotti’s Ines, the same general remark may 
be made, with the reservation, however, that she 
sang with earnestness and often with considera- 
ble skill The men in the opera were exceedingly 
good in every respect. Signor Campanini was in 
capital voice, and was an ideal Vasco di Gama, 
His singing in the third actin the duo with Selika 
and the “ O Paradiso in Terra” was as perfect as any- 
thing he has done, and was most cordlally reward- 
ed with applause. In fact, throughout the opera 
he was as excellent as he has ever appeared, 
and his performance was received with every 
mark of appreciation. Signor Galassi’s Nelusko 
was a decided success, His singing of *‘ Figlia det 
Re” and throughout the third act was beyond crit- 
icism, and his acting, as usual, was full of vigor 
and power. Signor Arditi conducted with even 
more than his usual ability, Mme, Cavalazzi danced 
with her usual skill, and the chorus is deserving 
of great praise.

THE EXTENDING INUNDATION OF 

THE VALLEY. 

BREAKS IN THE LEVEES ALONG THE LOWER 
RIVER—RELIEF PARTIES AMONG THE 
SUFFERING PEOPLE—RESCUING ENDAN- 
GERED PERSONS AND CATTLE, 

New-OrtzEans, March 22,—The water from 
the Landry crevasse is reported to be encroaching 
on the plantations in St. James Parish. Many per- 
sons believe that this crevasse cannot now be 
closed. The work of closing the Live Oak Grove 
crevasse was advancing favorably at last accounts 
and the crevasse by this time has probably been 
closed. Breaks were reported yesterday at Hog 

Point and in the Raccourci levee in Pointe Coupee 

Parish. This last break was not in the main Rac- 

courci levee, which is one of the largest 

in the State. but was on an old channel 
of the river known as Raccourci Bend. 

The Airlie levee, in which three breaks 

were reported yesterday from Vicksburg, was a 

new one in East Carroll Parish, and was still in the 

hands of the contractor, the State not having re- 
ceived it because of failure to complete it accord- 
ing to specifications, The contractor and planters 
in the parish had been trying to hold it by building 
upthe low places with sand bags, but it finally 
succumbed during the storm on Monday. This 
levee was 14,180 feet long and from 7 to 18 


feet high. The .greater portion of it will 
doubtless be destroyed. These crevasses will 
contribute eri ye to tho flood waters in the Bayou 
Macon and the Tensas, Black, and meng ogee 
Rivers, until a decline of 10 feet cakes place in the 
Mississippi River at Helena, 

The water has commenced falling here, and is 
falling above and below. Everybody seems to be 
in the best of spirits, determined, whatever 
their losses, to recover themselves as soon 
as possible. It is ‘thought the water 
will run off rapidly and empty the river 
banks to such an extent that the floods due later 
in the season will have no chance todoharm. The 
prevailing belief, judging by the experience of the 

ast, is that unusually good crops will follow the 
nundation. This was the case noticeably in 1874, 
but that year the water was much higher, and the 
inundation more general than now. Under orders 
from Washington Commissary Whitehead pur- 
chased this morning 800,000 rations, which; he 
turned over to the State Commissioners. A 
good portion of this amount was_ shipped 
this evening to the North Louisiana 
River settlements. Gov. McEnery arrived 
from Baton Rouge to-night, and had a conference 
with the Commissioners, Presidents of leading 
commercial bodies, and prominent merchants. 
It was determined to raise $100,000 in 
this city, if possible, to supplement the 
issue rs) rations by the Government, 
in order that the impression might not go out that 
we were a community of helpless beggars, unable 
to care for ourown. The meeting was an enthusi- 
astic one, and a large committee to solicit sub- 
scriptions was agreed upon. 


St. Lovis, March 22.—Gen. Beckwith re- 
ceived a dispatch to-day trom Capt. Loud, dated 
Vicksburg, Miss. He has just returned from an in- 
spection tour in East Carroll and Madison Parishes, 
Louisiana. He found 38,000 destitute persons in 
Fast Carroll and 2,000 in Madison. A dispatch from 
Capt. Lee, dated on board the steamer Anita, up 
the Sunflower River, March 19, says: “Since 
leaving Vicksburg we have been in lakes, 
creeks, and over plantations receiving and 
relieving people. Yawis are now out bringing in 
the destitute from house-tops and gin-lofts. By 
dark to-day we will have over 200 persons on some 
large mounds one mile below here, and will 
give them one week's rations. All of them 
need tents for shelter. The flood is six to 
eight feet deep over the entire country and 
is rising seven inches per day. A _ large 
supely of tents and rations should be sent 
to Vicksburg for distribution. The cattle are 
drowning by hundreds, and many on the mounds 
The mules will be mostly 
saved.’*: A dispatch from Commissary-General Mac- 
Feely at Washington directs Gen. Beckwith to pur- 
chase 500,000 bread and meat rations, 100,000 of 
which are to be sent to Memphis, 100,000 to Vicks- 
burg, and 50,000 to Helena, Ark., for the sufferers 
in Mississippi and Arkansas. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., March 22.—The river is 
falling at this point, and the waters also of the 
Yazoo, Sunflower, and Tallahatchie Rivers are on 
the decline. At Chotard, nearly opposite the Al- 
satia crevasse, the water fell about 18 inches. Capt. 
Carroll received a telegram this morning from A. 
W. Crandall, at Tallulah, La., asking that a boat be 
sent to his assistance at once, asthe situation was 
critical, In response Capt. Carroll started the 
steamer Sallie Carney, with two barges in 
tow. -She will take on rations at Delta 
and go up the Roundaway Bayou to 
Tallulah. The River Commission § steamer, 
Emma Etheridge is still here awaiting orders. J. 
B. Johnson, Assistant Engineer of the commission, 
has orders to make a thorough examination of all the 
levees, and make a detailed report of their breaks, 
&o. A large amount of stock from the overflowed 
country has been brought here, and more is con- 
stantly arriving. The number of refugees here is 
not very large, and few are now coming into town. 
Gov. Lowry is here looking after the wants of the 
sufferers, and has turned the distribution of rations 
over to Thomas Mount, Secretary of the Cotton Ex- 
change. Capt. J. S. Loud, United States Army, 
has arrived on the steamer Commonwealth. He 
has been detailed by the Secretary of War to look 
after the condition of the people and report the 
amount of rations needed and the probable length 
of time tne Government will be required to aid the 
people. He says that at Lake Providence and in 
its vicinity there are about 1,500 persons, and from 
the Arkansas line to the southern line of East Car- 
roll Parish not less than 3,000, white and black, 
who will require rations for the next 30 days, and 
that in Madison Parish there are at least 2,000 per- 
sons who will bave to be assisted for the same 
period. 


WasuHINGToN, March 22.—The Secretary of 
War has ordered 300,000 rations to be issued at New- 
Orleans for the benefit of Louisiana ; 200,000 at Mem- 
phis, Tenn., for the State of Mississippi; 50,000 at 
Helena, for Arkansas, and 10,000 each at Charles- 
ton, New-Madrid, and Gayoso, for the State of 
Arkansas. These are the first rations issued to 
the overflowed districts under the last appropria- 
tion of $150,000. 


A SUNDAY LECTURE CRITICIZED. 
—__—_~o—————— 
DENOUNCED BY CIN€INNATI PRESBYTERIA NS 
AS SABBATH DESECRATION. 

CrncInnNaATI, March 22.—A short time ago 
the Rev. Dr. Willetts, of New-York, lectured, un- 
der the auspices of the Unity Club, on Sunday af- 
ternoon, at the Grand Opera-house. His subject 
was “Sunshine,” and an audience of nearly 2,000 
persons from the better classes of society heard 
him with eyident pleasure. The following day the 
Presbyterian Ministerial Assoeiation passed a reso- 
lution sharply criticizing Dr. Willetts for hav- 
ing contributed to the general desecration 


of the Sabbath day by delivering a sec- 
ular lecture in a_ theatre, and for pay 
on the Sabbath, and the association further 
declared that it was in no way responsible for Dr, 
Willetts’s action. The resolutions were a great sur- 
prise to Dr. Willetts, who replied to them by sayin 
that his lecture was based upon Bible truth an 
illustrated by Scriptural incidents and characters, 
and that, if prefaced by a text and delivered from 
a pulpit, it would have passed as a thoroughly or- 
thodox sermon. He had been informed that the 
Unity Club course of iectures was designed for 
a class who did not attend church services, and 
had been in the habit of spending Sunday after- 
noon in much more questionable ways than in at- 
tending an instructive lecture. He had found the 
audience attentive and appreciative, and he was 
greatly astonished that his brethren in the minis- 
try should have construed his talk to them asa 
desecration of the Sabbath. 

This reply has been considered by the associa- 
tion and the following expression adopted: ‘The 
committee to whom was referred the letter ad- 
dressed to this association by the Rev. A. A, Wil- 
letts, D. D., and published in the Commercial, re- 
port that the action heretofore taken by this asso- 
ciation should be maintained with all firmness. 
Neither its soundness nor its expediency can 
be questioned. The letter of Dr. Willetts 
does not relieve his position, nor does it 
callupon the association to review orto modify 
the principles or the measures by which, severally, 
we would prevent Sabbath deseeration in Cincin- 
nati.”” Whatever effect this action may have upon 
Dr. Willetts’s standing in his denomination, it is 
likely to help himin the lecture field. The Unity 
Club, in consequence of it, has invited him to de- 
liver a second lecture under its auspicies, offering 
to pay him double the amount he received for his

A BOY'S SUICIDE. 

Borrao, March 22.—A telephone message 
from the village of Williamsville to-night states: 
A boy who is called Joe, first name unknown, came 
here from Buffalo, where his father is employed in 
Firmenich’s grape sugar works, about eight days 
ago, and engaged to work on the farm of Adam 


Daigler, one mile south of the village. He was of 
German descent, and from what he had said 
during his employment it had been inferred 
that he had been in this country only a 
short time. He ate dinner at noon in 
good spirits and, after romping with the children a 
while, went up stairs to hisroom. Inafew mo- 
ments a shot startled the family, almost instantly 
followed by a heavy fall. The family rushed up stairs 
and found the boy lying in a pool of blood, witha 
round hole just over the left eye. A cheap seven- 
barreled revolver was clutehed in his hand. Physi- 
cians Were summoned, but the lad died in fiye min- 
utes.

LABOR'S CONTEST WITH CAPITAL, 
OO ——— 
THE STRIKERS AT LAWRENCE AND OTHER 


PLACES — FAVORING ARBITRATORS IN 
CINCINNATI. 


LAWRENCE, Mass,, March 22,—The general. 


situation remains unchanged. The presence in the 
city of agents from other mills gives some of the 
strikers hope that the Pacific Mills management 
will relent rather than lose experienced operatives, 
who would otherwise seek employment elsewhere. 
The Weavers’ Committee have been soliciting aid 
in several wards to-day and report good success. 
Asecret mass-meeting of weavers will be held to- 
morrow to discuss the situation. The Greenback 
Club to-night passed resolutions of sympathy 
with the strikers, and indorsed the action of 
Mayor Breen in connection with the strike. 
The striking spinners met to-night for the 
purpose of effecting an amalgamation of 
the spinners of the city inaunion. Over 800 were 
present, and it was unanimously voted to remain 
away from the mills until the rates are restored. 
The meéting was addressed by Dennis Gilmartin, 
the representative to the General Court, who com- 
mended the course of the strikers and - advised 
them to stand firm. It was voted to form a labor 
union in the city, to comprise operatives at all the 


mills, each member to contribute 25 cents a month, 
which sum, it is believed, will be sufficient to re- 
lieve the wants of needy operatives. Over 2,0:0 
have already signified their willingness to contrib- 
ute this sum. Reports were made by operatives 
that business men are ready to contribute toward 
the support of the strikersin the event of a long 
lock-out. The meeting was very orderly. 


CrncrnnaTI, March 22.—The Builders’ Ex- 
ohange to-day decided to act in concert with the 
Board of Trade and other bodies, including the 
Trades’ Union, in the effort to secure the appoint- 
ment of a board of arbitration, to which all dis- 
puted questions on labor and wages shall be re- 
ferred. This action is taken in the hope of avoid- 
ing threatenea strikes and lock-outs. The carpen- 
ters have demanded 50 cents more per day, begin- 
ning May 1, and similar demands are expected from 
other labor organizations. The prices of build- 
ing material have advanced to such an extent 
thet those who had contemplated building this 
Summer have begun to hesitate, and it is feared 
that threatened labor trouble just at this time will 
result to a great extent in stopping building opera- 
tions. The plan of torming a board of arbitration 
is meeting with much favor among employers, and 
intelligent working men have pronounced them- 
selves favorable to it. On the plan there will be 
much to do in the way of arranging details so 
that all concerned will be willing to abide by the 
decision. It is the purpose to make the board rep- 
resentative of all the interests concerned and of an 
entirely impartial character. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 22.—At dark this 
evening two rocks were hurled through a first floor 
front window of a boarding-house in Sheriff-street. 
At the time three employes of the Powell Tool 
Company were sitting in the room, in full view of 
the street, and were obviously the target. The 
stones destroyed two large panes of glass, but 
struck a sewing-machine, preventing injury to the 
men. The rocks were thrown by three un- 
known men, who immediately took to 
their heels and _ disappeared. Ten em- 
ployes of the tool company board at the 
house, One of them was assaulted near the same 
place last week. They claim that a committee of 
the striking employes has tracked them home 
from work every night, and belleye that some of 
the strikers were connected in Jast night’s attack. 
Jt has been said that the bricklayers of Cleveland 
were contemplating a strike. This is untrue. At 
a meeting of the union in January the gen- 
eral rate of wages was fixed at $3 50 per day, and 
bricklayers have no trouble in getting this rate. 


Troy, N. Y., March 22.—It is reported that 
the molders at their meeting to-day ordered a 
strike until the manufacturers recognize the 
union’s right to appoint committees to visit the 
foundries and equalize the prices paid for work. 
The meetings are secret. It is said that a commit- 
tee was appointed to make a last effort to get the 
manufacturers to recognize the union, and that if 
the committee is unsuccessful the strike which is 
now ordered will go into force. 


BIDDEFORD, Me., March 22.—The report 
that a strike was soon to occur at the Pepperell 
and Laconia Mills,in this place, is denied by the 
President of the mule spinners and the agent of 
the companies. They say tnat there is not the 
slightest foundation for the story. 


THE CHICAGO SPECULATORS. 


A RISE AND BREAK IN WHEAT—DISAP- 
POINTED QUININE BUYERS, 

CutcaGco, March 22.—On ’Change to-day the 
wheat crowd was treated to higher prices early in 
the session, but later came a break of 2i4 cents 
from the top figures. This break was attributed to 
the bright sunshine and reports that holders of 
large blocks of long wheat, including the Mil- 
waukee clan, were selling out. The clique pro- 
fessed to have sold comparatively little for May 
delivery. They screwed April up another cent, 
and afew unfortunate shorts settled with them 
at $1 35 to $1 86. The markets were firmer 
early, the upward movement of the pre- 
vious day having led some to fear that the 
wheat longs had organized for another upward 
movement. The later weakness was started by a 


rumor that the wheat longs were trying to unload . 


the Summer futures, and that there was some 
trouble in banking circles. The latter rumor cer- 
tainly had no valid foundation, and there was no 
proof that the first is true. The other markets 
moved down in sympathy with wheat. The for- 
eign markets were firmer on breadstuffs, and our 
receipts of grain were small, but the shipments 
were also smali, and the weather clearer, with hizh- 
er temperature, The trading throughout seemed 
to Rabe; more exclusively local than usual, 
orders from outside being few. Telegrams from 
St. Louis to-day reported the wheat market of that 
city as in a very weak condition, with no sign of a 
corner for June, though some June wheat is held 
there by Chicago parties. The information was to 
the effect that a break must be looked for unless 
Chicago men come to the rescue, It is possible 
that this was the chief reason for the break nere, 
the telegrams being misinterpreted to mean actual 
trouble at the western end of the big bridge. 

A cargo of corn was loaded from the National 
Elevator to-day and found to be in good 
condition. The Neely Elevator, which was declared 
irregular after the fire there a few weeks ago, has 
been examined by a Board of Trade committee, 
and the grain pronounced in excellent condition. 
The Board of Directors will probably declare the 
house regular at its next meeting. The elevator 
contairs about 500,000 bushels of wheat and 40,000 
bushels of oats. The new Indiana Elevator, with a 
capacity of 1,500,000 bushels, is ready to receive 
grain. It bas been decided to increase to $1,000 the 
price of membership in the open board, but for 
what reason does not appear, as the cur- 
rent rates for tickets Is from $265 to $275. 
The creditors of Smyth & Greenebaum held a meet- 
ing to-day and decided to accept 20 cents cash and 
15 cents in notes running two years, The managers 
of the Pacific Elevator report that all the grain in 
their house is perfectly free from weevil. The same 
is understood to be true of most of the other ele- 
vators, though they make no formal report. The 
National is regular,and has not posted any grain 
up to the date of this writing, but it 1s stated 
that on each of several days past some of the 
grain in that house has been objected to 
by shippers, and one firm h ntimated 
an unwillingness to accept National receipts, if 
tendered on April contraéts. It is pcssible that the, 
difficulty may yet be smoothed over as the result of 
a misunderstanding. Thecorner in Peruvian bark, 
spoken of in a Philadelphia dispatch, seems to 
have affected the trade in this country in a way 
that was least expected. Last December the price 
of quinine advanced sharply in the United States 
as a result of the London boom, and many persons, 
thinking it good speculation, bought largely, hop- 
ing for a still further advance in the 
price of the article. By this means 
the stocks on the American market became 
much larger than usual. These stocks are still held 
4 the disappointed speculators, who have recently 
offered large quantities to wholesale firms in tbis 
city at prices much under the cost last December. 
Wholesale druggists here. since the reduction of 
the duty on quiniae, have carried very small stocks 
as compared with the quantities they kept on 
hand before the action of Congress. Foer- 
merly the aggregate stocks in this city would 
often reach 20,000 or 25,000 ounces, but within 
the past year or two there has seldom been more 
than 10,000 ounces here at any one time, and the 
stock to-day, according to the estimate of a lead- 
ing drug firm, is not more than 5,000 ounces. Most, 
if not all, of this was purchased during the boom 
of last December and is being sold to-day at 25 
cents per ounce, or $4 per pound, less than it cost 
the dealers.

PITTSBURG, Penn., March 22.—A_ special 
from Greensburg, Penn., says: “A Hungarian 
pauper was murdered at the County Home this 
afternoon by August Johnson ard Tim Bacone.

DISASTROUS STORM ON GEORGES BANKS— 
LOSSES REPORTED ELSEWHERE. 

GLovucesTER, Mass., March 22.—Recent ar 
rivals from Georges bring accounts of a terrible 
storm which commenced on Friday and lasted 
through Saturday night. All agree that it was the 
most severe ever experienced there. Many of the 
veasels were in the shoal water. The schooner 
Flash dragged her anchor 15 miles and had her 
deck swept of everything. She also lost her anchor 
and cable. The vessels Adelia Hartwell, Frank A. 
Williams, and Carl W. Baxter lost their anchors 
and cables. The Margaret lost her anchor and 
cable and had her decks swept. The Smuggler haa 
her decks swept and lost eight dories; one of her 
crew named Michael Savage was also lost. The 
fron coal steatmer Hercules, from Philadeiphia, for 
Newburyport, struck on Cat Ledge this morn- 


ing .and is leaking badly. The schooners 
David M. Hilton, Finance, and P, 
Starr, from Georges, lost their cables and 
anchors. The Mary Story had her decks swept. 
The S. R. Lane lost her gurry-pen. The Frank A. 
Williams spoke the schooner Polar Wave. She had 
her decks swept and parted her cable, but had suf- 
ficient to anchor with, and was supplied with tubs, 
&c., to make out thetrip. It is feared that some 
of the vessels will never return, as they were in 
shoal water and in a perilous position.

UR. WILLIAM M. VALENTINE, OF 
ROSLYN, ASSAULTED BY THIEVES. 
ROBBED OF A SMALL SUM OF MOXEY, 
BEATEN AND LEFT UNCONSCIOUS NEAR 


HIS HOME—A COLORED MAN ARRESTED 


ON SUSPICION. 

A most brutal and cowardly outrage was 
perpetrated in the village of Roslyn, Long Island, 
Tuesday night. William M. Valentine, a vener- 
able and wealthy merchant of that place was way- 
laid, ernelly beaten, and left in an unconscious 
condition on his own grounds, and within a very 
few rods of his house. The scoundrels who at- 
tacked him succeeded in making their escape. The 
motive of the assault was undoubtedly robbery, but 


the robbers were seemingly new at the busi- 
ness, and did their work so clumsily that 


they got little for their pains. Mr. Valentine was 
not discovered until after he had been on the cold 
ground for upward of two hours, and then through 
the efforts of his anxious wife. Some of the neigh- 


bors were aroused, and after a brief search his 
inanimate form was found stretched ona sloping 
Heclivity about 20 rods from the house. The store 
kept by Mr. Valentine is a good sized brick build- 
Ing on Main-street, near the Post Office. It 
is a regular country sales place for all 
kinds of domestic commodities, and is one 


of the largest in the village. Immediately back of 
it is what is known as the grist mill pond, and on 


the opposite side of this pond is the old Valentine 
homestead, a large two-story frame house, sur- 
rounded by spacious grounds. Mr. Valentine has 
always kept a small row-boat, and it has been his 
frequent custom to row himself across this pond 
to his home, that being a much quicker 
way of getting there than around by 
the roadway. About 9:10 o'clock Tuesday 
night Mr. Valentine took what money 
there was in the store, some two or three hundred 
dollars, and, putting it in a pocket-book, placed 
the book in the inside breast pocket ot his coat. 
He then bid his clerk, Elias Velsor, good-bye and 
started down toward the boat landing alone. He 
wore no overcoat. As he was stepping into his 
boat Michael Lyons, who lives near by, called out 
and asked him why he went across the pond on 
such a dark night. The old man said he was 
not afraid, and took up the oars and rowed 
away. He must have made a landing on his 
own grounds unmolested, for the boat was subse- 
quently fonnd securely moored in its usual place, 
Mr. Valentine, to reach his house, should climb a 
short hill and then walk about 300 feet along a 
broad dirt walk lined by evergreen trees and 
shrubbery. His assailants, it is believed, were in 
wait for him behind the largest of these evergreen 
trees, for it was near that one that he was found, 
and there was a large peol of blood in the imme- 
diate vicinity. 

Mr. Valentine has always been very regular in 
his habits, and, of course, his wife began to grow 
uneasy when he failed to make his appearance half 
an hour after the usual time. She had placed 
lights in the windows to guide him, as was her 
custom on dark nights, and about 10 o’clock she 
grew so nervous that she went to the window 
pearest the pond several times and lifted the sasn 
to listen for the sound of the oars. Her nervous- 
ness and anxiety kept increasing as the night 
passed away, and when It was 11:30 o’clock she hur- 
ried to the house of the nearest neighbor, Jus- 
tice Washington Losee, and asked him to go 
and look for her husband, Mr. Losee accompa- 
nied her home, and went at once toward the boat- 
landing. As he neared the large evergreen he saw 
Mr. Valentine lying on the ground. He spoke to 
the prostrate man, but received no answer. Mrs. 
Valentine was informed of ber husband's condi- 
tion, and she went to him, took his bleeding head 
in her lap, and tried to get him to speak to her. but 
his lips were silent, and the only sign of life 
displayed was by his clutching at the shawl 
she threw over him, as if he were cold. 
As soon as additional assistance arrived Mr. Valen- 
tine was carried into the house and messengers 
dispatched for Samuel Hooper, the druggist, and 
Dr. Bogart, the family physician. Both men 
promptly arrived, and the former remained with 
the injured man all night. It was found that a 
terrible wound had been inflicted by some blunt 
instrument just back of the left ear, and Dr. 
Bogart expressed the fear that the skull had 
been fractured and that the injury was 
fatal. So cold was the old gentleman that 
it took his anxious nurses until 5 o’elock 
in the morning to restore his body to 
its normal temperature. The cut in the 
head was about three inches long and an inch and 
& quarter wide, and the fact that the stud stick of 
& Wagon was found on the ground near where Mr. 
Vaientine fell leads to the suspicion that it was 
with that instrument thatthe blow was struck. As 
soon as the wounded man was got into the house 
an examination of his clothing was made, and it 
was found that nothing had been taken from him 
except a small wallet containing $10 or $12 
which he had in his trousers pocket. His 
watch and the well filled pocket-book were safe. 
Dr. Hoag, of Manhassett, was sent for eariy in the 
morning, and united with Dr. Bogart in endeavor- 
Ing to restore Mr. Valentine to consciousness, 
Later Dr. Hendrickson, of Jamaica, was sum- 
moned, and after carefully diagnosing the case he 
said that there was some hope that Mr. Valentine 
would recorer. Tne wounded man is said to have 
bled copiously during the day although unconscious 
all the time. 

Soon after daylight search was begun for the un- 
known assailants. The deep footprints of two 
men were found in the soft earth in the vicinity of 
the spot wherethe assault occurred, and it was 
goon found that the tracks led across a small patch 
of plowed land to the road east of the house. One 
set of prints bad evidently been made by 
rubber boots anu the other set by leather boots 
or shoes. Sheriff Wright and the village con- 
stables were notified, and Col. Aaron A. De- 
graw, of Jamaica, a relative of the family, 
came early in the day in response to a tele- 
graphic summons. The Sheriff piaced the matter 
of hunting the rascals in his hands. Deputy 
Sheriff Titus and village Officers James Ayers and 
James Cummings at once went to work, and a de- 
tective from New-York subsequently joined in the 
task of tracing the missing men. A colored man | 
named Edward Alberson, aged 22 years, was ar- 
rested about noon on suspicion. He is a village 
vagrant, and the only apparent ground upon which 
he is suspected is that he wears rubber boots which 
exactly fit into one set of the foot-prints. A young 
lad named Edward Bennett was also arrested on 
suspicion, but subsequently released. Two or three 
other persons are suspected,and it was thought 
that additional arrests will be made this morning. 

There is little doubt that the assault was the 
work of men unused to such work, as professional 
thieves;would have stripped their victim of every 
vaiuable tning on his person. Presumably the 
wretches were frightened away by Mrs. Valentine 
putting the lights in the window. Mr. Valentine is 
a native of Roslyn, and he has lived in his present 
residence and kept store in the village for more 
than half acentury. Although a trifle eccentric, 
he was well liked and esteemed for his up- 
rightness and genial, manly qualities. The 
assault upon him has created a good deal of excite- 
ment in the village. Boththis wife and himself are 

uakers, and for several years they have lived 
almost alone in the large old homestead by the 
mili pond, the only other person in the house asa 
general thing being the servant. The aged eouple 
have but one child, Mr. James E. Valentine, who 
lives a short distance from his parents’ house but 
does business in New-York on Front-street. Mr. 
Valentine is 73 yearsof age, and is reputed to be 
worth about $75,000. It was not known that he 
bad an enemy in the village.

The ‘stub’ would 
bear the correct date, but the coupons would show 
a later date. Avother resolution required all roads 
to make the limit of time uniform. One road 
would, perhaps, grant a day longer for the use of a 
ticket issued by it than a competing line, and thus 
increase its business at the expense of its rival.

Vice-President—Lucius Tuttle, of the Eastern Rail- 
road of Massachusetts; Secretary—A. J. Smitn, of 
the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapo- 
lis.

JERSEY CITY’S WATER-FRONT. 


A GLORIFICATION MEETING OVER THE VETO- 
ING OF SENATE BILL NO. 167. 


Jersey City felt cheerful yesterday over the 


veto of ‘Senate bill No. 167, and the announcement 
that the bill had been returned to the Legislature 
without the Governor’s approval was received 
everywhere with demonstrations of joy. In the 
evening a salute of 21 guns was fired by Ehler’s 
Battery, under the auspices of Col. John J. Toffey 
and Gen. John Ramsey, in honor of the Governor 
for his action on the act. 


Tn the evening a meeting of citizens was held in 
the City Hall of Jersey City. Ex-Mayor Garret D. 
Van Reipen presided, and Alderman Puster offici- 
ated as Secretary. It was a giorifieation meeting 
over the success of the fight against the corpora- 
tions so tar as the struggle has progressed. Coun- 
selor M. T. Newbold suggested that the first busi- 
ness of the meeting was the passage of a resolution 
thanking tbe Governor for his veto. Ex-Speaker 
Carscallen offered the resolution. It was as follows: 

Resolved, That the thanks of citizens and tax-payers 
in mass-meeting here assembled are tendered to Gov. 
George C. Ludiow for his masterly portrayal of the 


rights of the people of Jersey City as stated in his 
veto, and 


Resolved, That we will ever remember with grati- 
tude this noble act of our Governor, who has so fear- 
lessly exercised the right of his high office in behalf 
of justice and on the side of the people against grasp- 
—— designing corporations.

NEW GLASS-WORKS IN PASSAIC. 
indesign mines 
A NEW-JERSEY NARRATIVE THAT WOULD 
MAKE MUNCHAUSEN WEEP, 

Three years ago, Mr. E. K. Rose, now of 
Passaic, lived in Paterson. He sent his little boy 
Lewis, 10 years old, to Franklin Lake to spend the 
Summer months. While at play, barefoot, Lewis 
cut the under surface of the great joint of his right 
foot with a large piece of window glass, inflicting 
@ very painful wound, Hedid not think that any 
of the bits ef glass went into his foot. though fora 
month he walked about with acrutch. No physi- 
cian was called in at the time, for the lady with 
whom the lad was staying had an ample supply of 
poultices, which were promptly and continuously 


administered. In a few weeks the foot was ap- 
parentiy healed, and Lewis returned home think- 
ing little of the accident. Fourteen months later, 
in September, 1880, he complained of severe pain 
in the inner side of the left instep, Se- 
vere headaches and a general indisposi- 
tion also troubled him. Mr. Rose’s_ family 
physician was summoned, and he prescribed for 
malaria. One morning the pain in the instep was 
so acute that Mrs. Rose anointed it with salve and 
bound it with arag. Suddenly the lad cried out as 
if in intense pain, and the rag being undone, a lit- 
tle bit of glasa lay against the skin. Another and 
another came out, each attended with the severest 
agony to the little sufferer. Between 10 o'clock in 
the morning and 6 at night 19 pieces of glass were 
discharged, varying in size from the finest point to 
pieces nearly an inch long and almost half an inch 
wide. There was no suppuration, the pieces sim- 
ply dropping out. The process was witnessed by 
seven persons, three of whom were not related to 
the boy. It was noticed that about two hours 
elapsed between the premonitoty pain and the dis- 
charge. When the physician arrived he probed for 
the glass, and at the time thought he felt other 
bits, but as none appeared, he seemed disposed to 
make light of the story. The most remarkable 
part of the affair is the alleged fact that the glass 
went in at one foot and came out at the other. 

During the last year the lad has complained at 
times of severe pains in his right side, and has been 
variously treated by various physicians. The real 
cause became apparent a week ago last Monday, 
when, preceded by the same symptoms and like 
pain, bits of glass were discharged from his right 
arm, just above the wrist. Fifty pieces came out 
during the four following days, making, when 
placed together, a surface three inches by two. 
Mr. Rose bas intrusted the case to an eminent 
physician, who proposesto yentilate the matter 
thoroughly.

GRATIFYING PROGRESS IN THE ACTORS’ FUND

As previously announced, the sale of tickets

MUTUAL UNION AND WESTERN UNION. 

It-was reported yesterday upon apparently 
trustworthy authority that Mr. Jay Gould and 
those who assist him as well as themselves have 
secured a majority of the capital stock of the 
Mutual Union Telegraph Company, the new op- 
position company to the Western Union Telegraph 


Company. It was not understood that there is to 
be a consolidation of the two companies, but that 
they would work in harmony. President Norvin 
Green, of the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
when questioned upon the subject at first said: ‘I 
have nothing to say about it.’’ As the reporter 
turned to go the President added: **The fact 
know anything about it. Of 
I have heard some talk about 
it, but I really cannot say what that was.” 
George William Ballou & Co., the financial agents 
of the Mutual Union Telegraph Company, au- 
thorized a positive denial of the story representing 
that the Mutual Union control had passed into the 
hands of Jay Gould. It was asserted that no pur- 
chase could have been made of a majority of the 
Mutual stoek. inasmuch as that majority is locked 
upin trust to provide against just such merger 
schemes as has been claimed in the interest of 
Gouid’s Western Union Company. It was further 
‘declared that contracts were made yesterday by 
the Mutual Union Company with new constraction 
companies for erecting wires far South and West 
in opvosition to the Western' Union lines at every 
point in such directions. It was also alleged that 
the story had been started for the purpose of bull- 
ing Western Union securities In Waill-street, and 
that the story had been telegraphed all over the 
country for effect.

A HORRIBLE DEATH. 

Peter Brown died in the Jersey City Hos- 
pital last evening in consequence of injuries re- 
ceived bya horrible accident. He was employed 
in Thompson’s Steel Works, and worked till a late 


hour on Tuesday night. Then he threw himself on 
the floor of the cellar in which the furnace stands 
and went tosleep. Thetopof the furnace is ona 
level with the floor above. There the steel is melt- 
ed in crucibles preparatory to being poured into 
the molds. Iu the floor, around the mouth of the 
furnace, isan open iron grating designed to let 
light into the cellar. Brown was sleeping under 
this grating. At 3 o’clock yesterday morning, 
while the crucibles were being taken from the 
furnace, one of them exploded. The molteu metal 
fell through the open grating over the sleeping 
man. His hands were burned toa crisp, and from 
head to foot he was terribly scarred. He was re- 
moved to the City Hospital. Dr. Converse, the 
Coanty Physician, who visited him during the Gay. 
said to Imax Tuwes’s reporter that, singularly 
enough, the man complained of no pain, notwith- 
standing his terrible injuries, and turned in his 
bed with comparative ease. At the steel works it 
was said that the crucibles frequently exploded, 
and that none but a careless man would have gone 
to aleep under the oven grate, 
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SHOT THROUGH THE HEAD 


THE DEATH OF PHILIP SCHUYLER 
VAN RENSSELAER, 


FOURD IN HIS ROOM IN THE HOTEL BRUNS- 
WICK WITH A BULLET IN HIS BRAIN 


THE SHOOTING SUPPOSED TO HAVE 
BEEN ACCIDENTAL. 

Mr, Philip Schuyler Van Rensselaer, one of 

the descendants of the ancient family of that 


name and a gentleman well known in society, was 
found dead yesterday in his room in the Hotel 
Brunswick, with a bullet in his head, under circum- 
stances which led the Police to report the ease as 
one of suicide. The friends and relatives of the de- 
ceased gentleman, however, insist that, as there 


was not any motive for suicide, the circumstances 
surrounding his mysterious death point irresistibly 


to the fact that death was the result of an accl- 
dental shot. The discovery of the death of Mr. 
Van Rensselaer was made shortly before 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning by Patrick F. Rooney, the night 


watchman in the upper part of the hotel, While 
passing through the eorridor in the sixth story of 
the hotel he was attracted to room No, 227 by the 
gas, which was burning brightly in the room, shin- 
ing through the transom window. Believing that 
the room was unoccupied, Rooney entered to 
turn out the gas. The door was unlocked and 
the key was on the insides. As he entered 
the room he saw Mr. Van Rensselaer lying 
on his back on the floor, with his head 
et on the fender infront of an open fire- 
place in one corner of the room. His arms were 
extended, and on the floor within 18 inches of his 
right hand was a large revolver. Around Mr. Van 
Rensaelaer’s head wasa pool of blood. Rooney 
hastened down to the office and informed Hamer 
L. Blinn, the clerk in charge, of what he had 
found. Blinn went to the room, and sent for Dr. 
Thomas H, Allen, of No. 69 Madison-avenue. The 
Doctor arrived at the hotel at 6 o’ciock, and on ex- 
amining the body said that the indications were 
that life had been extinct for four hours. Mr. 
James Taimadge Van Kensselaer, of No. 49 West 
Thirty-seventh-street, a brother of the deceased 
man, was sent for, and it was his phinful duty to in- 
form his brother’s wife, who wasa guest in the 
hotel, of the death of her husband. 

Accompanied by his deputy, Dr. Messemer, Coro- 
ner Merkle arrived at the hotel at 1 o'clock, and a 
preliminary investigation was begun. The room 
in which the body was found is a small bedroom, 
containing merely a bedstead, wash-stand and 
bureau, and acouple of chairs. In one corner of 
the apartment stood several handsome canes and 
a riding-whip belonging to the deceased man, and 
in another corner of the room were two leather 
trunks belonging to him. Nothing in the room was 
disturbed, and every article of furniture was in its 
usual place, The bed had not been disturbed. The 
deceased man had occupied this room et intervals 
during his stay at the hotel while his wife was 
frequently absent visiting relatives in Philadelphia. 
When found Mr. Van Rensselaer was fully dressed, 
with the exception of his hat and overcoat, which 
were hanging on a clothes-rack in the room. His 
gold watch and chain, with a valuable cross pen- 
dant, his searf-pin, a diamond ring on bis right hand, 
his gold eye-glasses, and his pocket-book, contain- 
ing a small sum of money, were found undisturbed 
on his person, and his clothing was not in the least 
disturbed, nor was there in the room the @lightest 
indication of astruggle. An examination of the 
remains disclosed a large builet-hoie in the head, 
above anda little in front of the right ear. The 
hole was large enough to admit the entrance 
of a man’s finger. The course of the bul- 
let was traced to the left side of the head, 
where it lodged beneath the scalp, above 
and back of the left ear. The hair about the right 
temple was singed, and there were indications of 
powder-marks about the wound. There was also 
a slight trace of powder on the Index finger of the 
right hand, anda portion of the palm of the left 
hand was scorched and blackened with powder. 
Death is believed to’ have been instantaneous, as 
the bullet traversed the brain. The revolver found 
on the floor near his right hand was identified by 
his brother as belonging to the deceased man. It 
is a handsome. ivory-handled weapon of the pat- 
tern known as “British bull-dog,”’ of 44 calibre, 
with five chambers. Four of the chambers were 
fully loaded when it was found, and one showed evi- 
dences of having been recentiy discharged. Coroner 
Merkle took the testimony of the night watchman, 
Rooney. He testified that he came on duty at 
10:30 P. M. on Tuesday and remained on watch 
until 7 o’clock yesterday morning. At about 2 
o’clock he heard the sound which he thought at 
the time to be a heavy body falling, but, hearing 
nothing further, he paid ne atiention toit. Heis 
now inclined to believe that this sound was either 
that of the pistol-shot or was made by Mr. Van 
Rensselaer in falling to the floor after receiving his 
death-wound. He then described the finding of 
the body of the deceased gentleman, as already 
given. From the clerk of the hotel it was leusrned 
that Mr. Van Rensselaer had been there about 
six weeks, and his wife has been during that 
time visiting her brother, Mr. Biddle, in 
Philadelphia. When his wife was at the hotel with 
him Mr. Van Rensselaer was in the habit of occn- 
pying a suite of rooms onthe second floor of the 
Drtek but during her absence he occupied room 
No. 227, on the sixth floor, in which his death oc- 
curred yesterday morning. His wife came to this 
City from Philadelphia on Monday, bringing with 
her for a short stay her cousin, Miss Annie Biddle. 
On Tuesday night Mr. Van Rensselaer and his wife 
and Miss Biddie were at the theatre, and afterthey 
retired Mr. Van Rensselaer went to the Union Club, 
of which he was a mermber, and spent an hour or 
so there in conversation with friends, He returned 
to the Hotel Brunswick between 1 and 2 o'clock, 
and, taking the key of his room from the office, 
ascended in the elevator to the sixth floor, The ele- 
vator boy saw him go to his room, and he was not 
again seen alive. Those who were in his company 
during his last night on earth say that he appeared 
in good spirits, and they noticed nothing about his 
manner that would indicate that he was meditating 
suicide. Coroner Merkle, who, when summoned, 
supposed it to be a case of suicide, said late yester- 
day afternoon that from the testimony taken he 
was inclined to coincide with the belief entertained 
by the friends and relatives of the deceased gen- 
tleman that he came to hisdeath byaccident. The 
theory of an accident Is based chiefly on the ab- 
sence of any motive for suicide, and is strength- 
ened by the powder-marks ‘found on both hands, 
it is supposed that Mr. Van Rensselaer, after en- 
tering his room and divesting himself of his over- 
coat and hat, took out the revolver, which 
was ai self-cocking weapon, to put it on 
the bureau, and as he held it with both 
hands examining it, the pistol was accidentally dis- 
eharged with fatal effect. There is no other way 
to account for the powder-stains on both hands ex- 
cept on the theory that Mr. Van Rensselaer, in- 
tending to destroy himself, took the pistol in his 
right hand and placed it at his head and, usiug the 
left hand to keep the revolver steady, fired the 
weapon and sent the bullet through his brain. But 
this theory is scouted as monstrous by his friends, 
who assert that there was absolutely no motive for 
suicide. The deceased gentieman was 38 years of 
age, and was ason of the late Philip Schuyler Van 
Rensselaer, of this City. Both his parents are dead, 
and his only near relative is his brother, James Tal- 
madge Van Rensselaer, a lawyer, having an office at 
No, 206 Broadway. Philip was born in this City, 
but for years past made his home in San Francisco, 
where he was engaged in the mining brokerage 
business. 

Ten years ago he married Miss Biddle, of Phila- 
de!phia, but the union was not blessed with chil- 
drer. Heinherited a handsome fortune from his 
father, who died about 11 years ago. Last Summer 
and Autumn he traveled nearly all over the United 
States, from the British possessions to New-Mexico. 
In January last he came East, intending to settle 
down in this City and engage in the mining busi- 
ness. He went to Philadelphia with his wife, and 
six weeks ago came tothis City and went to the 
Hotel Brunswick. His brother, Mr. J. T. Van 
Rensselaer, said to a Times reporter yesterday 
that his brother's death was undoubtedly an 
accident. There was no motiye for _ sui- 
cide. We was not in financial difficulties, 
and his domestic relations were of the happiest. 
He had not speculated extensively of late, and his 
speculations were not of sucha nature as to hurt 
bim financially, as he had a handsome fortune. He 
always carried a revolver, and was extremely ¢are- 
Jess, and even reckless, in handling fire-arms. Less 
than two weeks ago he warned his brother to be 
more careful in handling the very pistol with which 
he shot himself, but tne latter laughed, and re- 
marked that he was perfectly familiar with thee 
weapon and was used to handling it. Mr. Van 
Rensselaer said that the remains of his brother 
would probably be taken to Philadelphia for inter- 
ment, as that was the wish of the widow. 

Col. Taylor, of San Francisco, an intimate friend 
of the deceased Mr. Van Rensselaer, in conversing 
about his tragic death, said he had known the de- 
ceased man for 10 years, and a nobler, more hon- 
orable gentleman never lived. He was without the 
slightest taint or stain of dishonor, and his numer- 
ous friends will sincerely mourn his untimely 
death. Col. Taylor added that he was satisfied 
that Van Rensselaer had not willfully destroyed 
himself. He knew that he was not in financial 
difficulties, and the love between him and his wife 
amounted to adoration on both sides. As far as he 
knew there was not any motive to induce his 
friend to commit suicide. 

Mr. Van Rensselaer was a very handsome man. 
Standing 5 feet 11 inches, and built in proportion, 
he was a picture of physical perfection. His face 
was open and frank, his eyes were hazel, and a 
light brown drooping mustache shaded his mouth. 
He was a favorite in society, and these who knew 
him best loved him most. He had not an enemy in 
the world, but leaves behind hima host of sorrow-

BAD SANITARY CONDITION OF PIERS. 

President Voorhis, of the Department of 
Docks, called Commissioner Vanderpoel to order 
yesterday morning, and a meeting of the board 
was held in the absence of Commissioner Laim- 


beer, who is in Florida. Sanitary Engineer Hollick, 
of the Health Department, sent a report relating 
to the sanitary condition of the piers at the foot 
of Canal and Watts streets. Mr. Hollick wrote 
that the offensive odors from the sewer there, 
even at this season of the year, are very seri- 
ous, many of those employed in the  neigh- 
borhood being compelled te discontinue work. 
Numerous other complaints of a similar nature 
have been made to him regarding sewers at other 
points on the water-fronts, and he has found the 
same conditions prevailing. He recommends that 
the sewers be carried out to the ends of the piers, 
where the contents may be discharged with the 
current. of the river, and thus be swept down the 
stream instead of sinking and settling in the slips. 
A petition signed by the Norwich Steam-boat Line, 
the Jersey City Ferry companies, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, the Hudson River, Albany Day, 
and People’s Lines, the Ocean, State, and Pacific 
Mail Steam-ship Lines toimprove and repair the 
sewers in that vicinity was received. The petition 
declares that the situation and condition of the 
discharge from the large sewer at the foot of 
Canal-street is such as to render the atmosphere 
dangerous to health in that locality, and that there 
have been numerous complaints from the travel- 
ing publie.
